AN EVALUATION OF THE FRENCH DECLARATION OF HUMAN AND 
CITIZEN RIGHTS ACCORDING TO MANAGEMENT PERSPECTIVE AT 
ISLAMIC LAW

ABSTRACT 

Since the existence of mankind, the art of management has existed too. It was manifested 
both in good and in bad forms. The main purpose of management is to manage affairs and ensure 
development by protecting human rights. Before and after Islam several edicts, declarations and 
constitutions were created as regards human rights for ideal management in different 
geographies. In this paper the French Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights which was 
declared in France in 26 August, 1789, was compared with Islamic law and evaluated in the light 
of verses, hadiths and judicial opinions.

INTRODUCTION 
Magna Carta "The Great Charter''" was signed between the King and people of England in 
1215. It is the first written document in records in the Western world about human rights. Magna 
Carta affected many deeds, constitutions and international declarations enacted in the following 
centuries, such as: 
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Bill of Rights — (1688) 

United States Declaration of Independence — (July 1776) 

United States Constitution — (17 September 1787) 

French Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights — (26 August 1789) 
Charter of Alliance in Ottoman Empire — (7808) 

Imperial Edict of Gulhane in Ottoman Empire — (1839) 

Basic Law in Ottoman Empire — (1876) 

United Nations Universal Declaration of Human Rights — (7948) 

In 18%" century enlightenment reached its most extreme and radical results in France, as 
the oppressive methods of the Church and the monarch extremely suffocated and wore out the 
French people, as a result of which the French revolution erupted. In the process, “French 
Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights” was accepted in 26" August, 1789. It is possible to 
evaluate the French Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights from the perspective of Islamic 
Law [1, p.257]. In this paper its articles will be evaluated in the light of verses, hadiths and 
judicial opinions. 


EVALUATION OF FRENCH DECLARATION OF HUMAN AND CITIZEN 
RIGHTS FROM THE PERSPECTIVE OF ISLAMIC LAW 


I. Men are born and remain free and equal in rights. Social distinctions may be founded 

only upon the general good [2, p.11]. 

Islam, which accepts all humanity as a single community, resolved that friendship, 
equality and social cooperation is the essence in relations between individuals and societies [3, 
p.38]. 

Equality and that there is no difference between people as indicated in this article is 
expressed in the verse as follows: 

“O0 mankind! Lo! We have created you male and female, and have made you nations and 
tribes that yemay know one another. Lo! the noblest of you, in thesight of Allah, s the best in 
conduct. Lo! Allah is Knower, Aware. ” [4, p.517]. 

It can be seen that, all people are members of a family of humanity who come from Adam 
and Eve, parents in common. The reason for their separation into kins and nations is for them to 
know each other and exchange science, culture and arts [5, p.4]. 

The hadithes of the Prophet declare that people are like the teeth of a comb, but what 
makes them different is wisdom, devotion and virtue. Hz. Mohammad’s sayings on this issue are 
as follows: 

"Arab is not superior to a non-Arab, and a white person has is no superior to a black 
person, lest he/she has more devotion", "People are equal like the teeth of a comb." [6, p.65]. In 
Islam equality was so much observed that it was accepted that the Prophet was equal to other 
people in areas where no revelation exists. As reported by Serahsi, Hz. Muhammad (s.a.v) said 
to Hz.Ebubekir (r.a) and Hz.Omer (r.a): “I am just like you in areas where no revelation exists ” 
[7, p.70]. 

Hz. Muhammad (s.a.v) declared that only wisdom and virtue gave people privilege. In 
Koran, it is decreed that believers who are endowed with wisdom will have high degrees: “O ye 
who believe! When it is said unto you,make room! In assemblies, then make room; Allah will 
make way for you (hereafter).And when it is said,come up higher! go up higher; Allah will exalt 
those who believe among you, and those who have knowledge, to high ranks. Allah is ınformed of 
what ye do.” [4, p.543]. 

The verse says; “O ye who believe!Let not a folk deride a folk who may be better than 
they (are)nor let women (derideJ)women who may be better than they are;neither defame one 
another,nor insult one another by nicknames. Bad is the name of lewdness after faith.And whoso 
turneth not in repentance such are evil doers.” ([4, p.516]. and orders that the principle of 
equality is not to be violated. 
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Again, another verse says: The believers are naught else than brothers. Therefore make 
peace between your brethren and observe your duty to Allah that haply ye may obtain mercy. ” [4, 
p.516] and calls for the principle of brotherhood, which is the symbol of equality. 

2. The aim of all political association is the preservation of the natural and imprescriptible 
rights of man. These rights are liberty, property, security, and resistance to oppression. 

[2, p.1]. 

In Islam, freedom is among the preconditions of religious orders. One has to be 
reasonable in order to be eligible for performing the orders given by Allah. For example, Friday 
prayer is not fard for the prisoners and slaves who lost their freedom [8, p.58]. 

Islam legalists see freedom more as a qualification required for the performance of rights 
and duties and thus stipulated that people in the position of law enforcement should have freedom 
in several areas. One example can be the judges who are responsible for justice. Islam says that 
the qualifications that a judge should be male, have reason and pubescent, fair and a law scholar, 
as well as freedom, meaning that he should be “free” [9, p.97]. The essence of man in Islamic 
law is freedom. 

We cannot be exaggerating if we claim that no other law systems become as peevish as 
Islamic law as regards acquiring properties and preserving these properties. It is this right to 
property that is the cause for the heavy penalties given by Quran “As for the theif, both male and 
female, cut off their hand. It is the reward of their own beeds, an exemplary punishment from 
Allah is Mighty, Wise.” [4, p.114]. to a person who violates personal properties without a 
reasonable and legitimate reason: Legitimate ways of earning money are indicated in Islam, [10, 
p.308]. The ways to legitimately transfer property are also determined [11, p.19]. There is an 
abundance of legitimately earning money in Islamic law [12, p.144]. 

Such rights as safety and standing against oppression are among the fundamentals of 
Islam. The verse; “Sanction is given unto those who fight because they have been wronged; and 
Allah is indeed Able to give them victory.” [4, p.337]. says that the only reason of war is 
oppression; war can be resorted only for the purpose of eliminating oppression: According to 
Serrahsi’s [7, p.5] declaration, a war cannot be based on a demand for property. For this reason, 
the wars of our times based on oil or all kinds of interests are illegitimate according to Islamic 
law. 

Regardless of the origin of oppression, whether it is from inside or outside, from the 
government or from the people, Islamic law displayed its principles which will not allow 
oppression. In Quran: 

“O ye who believe! Profane not Allah ’s monuments nor the Sacred Month nor the 
offerings nor the garlands,nor those repairing to the Sacred house,seeking the grace and 
pleasure of their Lord. But when ye have left the sacred territory, then go hunting (if ye will). And 
let not your hatred of a folk who(once) stopped your going to the Inviolable Place of Worship 
seduce you to transgress; but help ye one another unto righteousness and pious duty. Help not 
one another unto sin and transgression, but keep your duty to Allah. Lo! Allah is severe in 
punishment. ” [4, p.106]. 

“And there may spring from you a nation who invite to goodness,and enjoin right conduct 
and forbid indecency.Such are they who are successful. ” [4, p.63]. 

“And guard yourselves against a chastisement which cannot fall exclusively on those of 
you who are wrong doers and know that Allah is severe in punishment. ” [4, p.179]. 

A hadith should be added to these verses. The Prophet decrees about preventing 
oppression: "When any of you sees an evil, he should change it with his hands; if he does not 
have the power, he should change it with his tongue (meaning he should speak or write to change 
i), if he does not have the power, he should dislike with his heart. This last one is the weakest of 
Jaith.” [13, p.78]. 

There are several verses in Quran about ordering good deeds and preventing bad deeds. 

“Ye are the best community that hath been raised up for mankind. Ye enjoin right conduct 
and forbid indecency; and ye believe in Allah. And if the people of the Scripture had believed it 
had been better for them. Some of them are believers; but most of them are evil-livers. ” [4, p.64].

“And there may spring from you a nation who invite to goodness, and enjoin right 
conduct and forbid indecency. Such are they who are successful.” [4, p.63]. 

“And the believers,men and women, are protecting firends one of another; thet enjoin the 
right and forbid the wrong, and they establish worship and they pay the poordue, and they obey 
Allah and his Messenger. As for these, Allah will have mercy on them. Lo! Allah is Mighty, 
Wise.” [4, p.198]. 

“They restrained not one another from the wickedness they did. Verily evil was that they 
used to do!” [4, p.121]. 

“And when they forgot that whereof they had been reminded, We rescued those who 
forbade wrong, and visited those who did wrong with dreadful punishment because they were 
evil-livers. ” [4, p.172]. 

Islam recognizes these good and beautiful things to not only Muslims but to non-Muslims 
as well. The verse recommends treating the non-Muslims members of the society with kindliness 
and fairness as follows: 

“Allah forbiddeth you not those who warred not against you on account of religion and 
drove you not out from your homes, that ye should Show them kindness and deal justly with them. 
Lo! Allah loveth the just dealers.” [4, p.550|. 

3. The principle of all sovereignty resides essentially in the nation. Nobody nor individual 
may exercise any authority which does not proceed directly from the nation. [2, p.1]. 

In Islamic state, no individual or dynasty, clique or group or citizen has religious authority 
or the power to enact a provision [14, p.76]. For this reason the prophet at his death as a head of 
state did not assign any person, family or clan as his warden or attorney. 

In Islam, the government implementing the laws and sheria ordered by Allah is one thing, 
but the religion recognizing a tyranny or authority to that government is another. It is clearly 
stated that there is no spiritual tyranny or government in Islam [15, p.20]. No government in 
Islam can claim that its power rests on heavens. The government comes to power as a result of 
the elections that the Muslim population performs in total freedom [12, p.137]. The government 
is responsible towards sheria and the umma [16, p.256]. According to Ibn Teymiye, the power in 
governing among people is related to the power and might of knowing law and justice and 
enforcing judgment as shown by the Book and the Sunna [17, p.17]. 

The prophet decreed “When three people take off, one of them should become the head” 
[13, p.28]. It is understood that the Prophet, who strongly recommends that one among three 
people should be elected head, wants the society to elect a president. 

He says that the caliphs obtain their power not from Allah but from the people through 
pledge (bey’at). Power in Islam is not theocratic (resting upon Allah) like in Christian kings in 
the past [18, p.48]. On the contrary, it is an administration which rests upon the people and the 
nation through election (bey’at) [19, p.34]. 

4. Liberty consists in the freedom to do everything which injures no one else; hence the 
exercise of the natural rights of each man has no limits except those which assure to 
the other members of the society the enjoyment of the same rights. These limits can 
only be determined by law. [2, p.1]. 

This article mostly gives the definition of freedom in 3™ article. Freedom can exist with 
the condition that the freedom of others is not violated. Any act on the contrary actually 
eliminates freedom. 

It is determination of the borders defined for freedom by law. This means that the law can 
change these borders according to the needs of the time and conditions and as required by public 
good, which is not against Islamic law [1, p.260]. Although basic human rights and freedoms are 
personal, non-transferable and indispensable rights in Islamic law, freedoms are not limitless 
which is also the case in other legal systems. In Islamic law freedom is the norm and limitation is 
the exception. As a matter of fact, the fundamental principle of Islamic law as regards freedoms 
is, as mentioned before, ibahat-being permissible, which is freedom [20, p.44]. Any act which is 
not clearly forbidden is permitted. No boundaries can be imposed on a specific freedom other 
than those which are clearly defined [21, p.71]. 
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As regards this subject, Mecelle reads “personal damage is preferred in order to eliminate 
social damage” ([22, p.26]. For example, forbidding an ignorant physician from doing his 
profession is based on this principle [23, p.159]. 

5. Law can only prohibit such actions as are hurtful to society. Nothing may be prevented 
which is not forbidden by law, and no one may be forced to do anything not provided 
for by law. [2, p.1]. 

The explanations provided for the above article are also valid for this article. Yet, the 
principle of ‘no crime without law” is concerned here, according to which no person can be 
forced to act in a certain way without law, and no one can be forced to stop an action without the 
law. Any contrary action is oppression; which is defined as the worst and most grievous action in 
Islamic law [1, p.260]. 

In Qur’ an; 

“Who doth greater wrong than he who inventeth a lie against Allah or denieth His 
revelations? Lo! The wrongdoers will not be successful. ” [4, p.130|. 

“Had Allah willed, He could have made them one community,but Allah bringeth whom He 
will into His mercy.And the wrongdoers have no friend nor helper. ” [4, p.483|. 

“f ye have received a blow,the(disbelieving)people have receiveda blow the like 
thereof. These are(only)the vicissitudes which we cause to follow one another for mankind,tothe 
end that Allah may know those who believe and may choose witnesses Jrom among you;and Allah 
loveth not wrong doers. ” [4, p.67]. 

“And the dwellers of the Garden cry unto the dwellers of the Fire:We have found that 
which our lord promised us(to be)the Truth. Have ye(too)found that which your lord promised the 
truth? They say: Yea,verily. And a crier in between them crieth:The curse of Allah is on evil- 
doers.” [4, p.156]. 

“And Satan saith, when the matter hath been decided: Lo! Allah promised you a promise 
of truth; and 1ı promised you, then failed you. And ı had no power over you save that I called unto 
you and ye obeyed me. So blame me not,but blame yourselves. I cannot help you nor can ye help 
me. Lo! I disbelieved in that which ye before ascribed to me. Lo! for wrong doers is a painful 
doom. ” [4, p.258]. 

6. Law is the expression of the general will. Every citizen has a right to participate 
personally, or through his representative, in its foundation. It must be the same for all, 
whether it protects or punishes. All citizens, being equal in the eyes of the law, are 
equally eligible to all dignities and to all public positions and occupations, according to 
their abilities, and without distinction except that of their virtues and talents. [2, p.1|. 
Although this article is similar to the third source of Islamic law, “icma” [1, p.260]. an 

analogy cannot be made between unification (icma) and this article, as (icma) is not an abstract 
will of the society but an agreement between scholars based on orders, verses and hadiths [24, 
p.194]. As mentioned above, in Islamic law all kinds of laws and decisions are based on Qur’an 
or sunna. For this reason law can be defined as the point where Allah’s will and human will 
intersect. In Islamic law the society and public works are certainly important. For this reason 
while individuals are conducting their works with case law, the relevant people conduct social 
works with council and consultation. The name of the 42" surah in Qur’an is “Sura”. The verse 
orders: “If was by the mercy of Allah that you wast lenient with them (O Muhammad), for it thou 
hadst been stern and fierce of heart they would have dispersed from round about thee. So pardon 
them and ask forgiveness fort hem and consult with them upon the conduct of affairs. And when 
thou art resolved then put thy trust in Allah. Lo! Allah loveth those who put their trust (in him). ” 
[4, p.71]. 

“And those who answer the call of their Lord and establish worship,and whose affairs are 
a matter of counsel,and who spend of what we have bestowed on them. ” [4, p.487]. 

7. No person shall be accused, arrested, or imprisoned except in the cases and according 
to the forms prescribed by law. Any one soliciting, transmitting, executing, or causing 
to be executed, any arbitrary order, shall be punished. But any citizen summoned or 
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arrested in virtue of the law shall submit without delay, as resistance constitutes an 

offense. [2, p.1]. 

This article was brought with the purpose of preventing the oppression and arbitrariness 
which prevailed in the Middle Ages in Europe, whereas 11 centuries before the declaration was 
announced, Islam world had a complete and perfect assurance as regards human rights contrary to 
the violence which prevailed in Europe [1, p.262]. 

There are several verses in Qur’an which condemn oppression and support justice. Islamic 
law provides assurance not only to human beings but to living things of all kind. Islamic law 
mentions the livelihood of animals, taking care of plants and development and building of the 
country; it also upheld that the rights of people as well as other creatures be observed” [25, 
p.511]. 

Ebu'l-A'la el1-Mevdudi analysis the rights of animals, plants, and non-living things under 
the heading ‘Tights belonging to all creatures” and explains “according to Islam, all creatures 
have some rights on human beings ” [26, p.169]. 

The verses order: 

“Lo! Allah enjoineth justice and kindness,and giving to kinsfolk, and forbiddeth lewdness 
and abomination and wickedness. He exhorteth you in order that ye may take heed. ” [4, p.271]. 

“Lo! Allah commandeth you that ye restore deposits to their owners, and,if ye judge 
between mankind,that ye judge justly. Lo! comely is this which Allah admonisheth you. Lo! Allah 
is ever Hearer, Seer.” [4, p.87]. 

“And approach not the wealth of the orphan save with that whinch is better, till he reach 
maturity. Give full measure and full weight, in justice. We task not any soul beyond its scope. And 
if ye give your Word, do justice thereunto, even though it be(against) a kinsman; and fulfil the 
covenant of Allah. This He commandeth you that haply ye may remember. ” [4, p.149|. 

“O ye who believe! Be stedfast witnesses for Allah in equity,and let not hatred of any 
people seduce you that ye deal not justly. Deal justly, that is nearer to your duty. Observe your 
duty to Allah. Lo! Allah is Informed of what ye do. ” [4, p.108]. 

In the verse it is ordered as follows: “O ye who believe! Obey Allah and obey the 
Messenger and those of you who are in authority; and if ye have a dispute concerning any 
matter, refer it to Allah and the messenger if ye are(in truth) believers in Allah and the Last Day. 
That is better and more seemly in the end. ” [4, p.87]. 

A hadith rehearsed by the six major hadith books says: “on every Muslim, listening and 
obeying is obligatory for anything whether he likes it or not (unless he is ordered to commit sins 
and injustice). Masiyet (sins) are, on the other hand, not to be listened and obeyed when ordered" 
[27, p.108]. 

So, verses order justice and obeying to the order givers. In this case, resisting against 
order givers is crime in the eyes of Allah, with the condition that this order involves masiyet 
(being against law and order). These laws and orders are the products of laws or decisions which 
are based on icma-i ümmet (today’s parliament) which is the 3" source of Islamic law [1, p.262]. 

8. The law shall provide for such punishments only as are strictly and obviously 
necessary, and no one shall suffer punishment except it be legally inflicted in virtue of 

a law passed and promulgated before the commission of the offense. [2, p.1|. 

This article does not impose a principle; rather, it provides an enunciation and 
explanation, as it is clear that disobeying those mentioned in this article is a crime [1, p.262]. In 
Qur’an, which is the basic source of Islamic law, such explanations can be found. For example, 
the verses given below; 

“O ye who believe! Allah will surely try you somewhat (in the matter) of the game which 
ye take with your hands and your spears, that Allah may know him who feareth Him in secret. 
Whoso transgresseth after this,for him there is a painful doom. ” [4, p.123|. 

“O ye who believe! Kill no wild game while ye are on the pilgrimage. Whoso of you 
killeth it of set purpose he shall pay its forfeit in the equivalent of that whinch he hath killed, of 
domestic animals, the judge to be Ka bah;or,for expiation,he shall feed poor persons,or the 
equivalent thereof in fasting, that he may taste the evil consequences of his deed.Allah forgiveth 
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whatever(of this kind)Jmay have happened in the past,but whoso relapseth, Allah will take 
retribution from him. Allah is Mighty, Able to Requite(the wrong). ” [4, p.123]. 

Show that the people who committed some actions before they were forbidden by Qur’an 
did not face any penalty. Thus, this principle lived until today [1, p.263]. 

In Islamic law, the penalties which are not clearly defined in law cannot be given and 
penal law is not retrospective [5, p.52]. In Qur’an, it is decreed about the clear definition of 
crimes and penalties as follows: 

“How should ye not eat of that over which the name of Allah hath been mentioned,when 
he hath explained unto you that which is forbidden unto you,unless ye are compelled thereto. But 
lo!many are led astray by their own lusts through ignorance. lo! thy lord;he is nest aware of the 
transgressors.” [4, p.143]. 

“And all married women (are forbidden unto you) save those (captives) whom your right 
hands possess. ıt is adecree of Allah for you. Lawful unto you are all beyond those mentioned, so 
that ye seek them wtih your wealth in honest wedlock, not debauchery. And those of whom ye seek 
content (by marrying them), give unto them their portions as a duty. And there is no sin for in 
what ye do by mutual agreement after the duty (hath been done) lo! Allah is ever Knower, Wise. ” 
[4, p.82]. 

Hence, it has been explained that the actions other than those defined as “crime” in the 
verse are permissible. For this reason, no action other than those listed as crime can be considered 
as crime [5, p.68]. 

9. As all persons are held innocent until they shall have been declared guilty, if arrest 
shall be deemed indispensable, all harshness not essential to the securing of the 
prisoner's person shall be severely repressed by law. 

10. No one shall be disquieted on account of his opinions, including his religious views, 
provided their manifestation does not disturb the public order established by law. 

I1. The free communication of ideas and opinions is one of the most precious of the rights 
of man. Every citizen may, accordingly, speak, write, and print with freedom, but shall 
be responsible for such abuses of this freedom as shall be defined by law. [2, p.11. 

The provisions in these three articles are among mandatory provisions of Islamic law. As 
mentioned in Mecelle, acquittance is principle in Islam [22, p.8]. In Islam, the principle of “there 
is no compulsion in religion ” [4, p.42] is the assurance of freedom of religion and conscious [28, 
p.98]. 

Qur’an decrees the Prophet the principle of no coercion in religion as follows: “And if thy 
Lord willed, all who are in the earth would have believed together. Wouldst thou (Muhammad) 
compel men until they are believers? ” [4, p.220] 

Islamic law allows people to benefit from all rights and freedoms equally. All Muslims 
are like the teeth of a comb and there is no difference between their souls, blood, properties, 
honours and pudicities [25, p.221]. 

12. The security of the rights of man and of the citizen requires public military forces. 
These forces are, therefore, established for the good of all and not for the personal 
advantage of those to whom they shall be entrusted. [2, p.1]. 

Islamic law strongly rejects illegitimate, arbitrary administration and the administrators to 
earn interests and patronage power for themselves. 

The Prophet assigned a man named Abdullah İbn Lutbiyye, from Esed clan, to collect the 
taxes of Beni Süleym. The man collected the alm taxes and returned to Medinah; then he claimed 
that some properties were the alm revenues of the government and some properties were presents 
given to him. Thereon the Prophet climbed the minbar, thanked and glorified Allah and then 
decreed: 

‘What happens to the public officer that I sent to say “this is yours, and this is given to me 
as present”. If he was living in his parent’s house, would these properties be given to him as 
present? I swear to Allah, who holds my life in his powerful hands, if that person takes anything 
from the alm property, he will appear before Allah carrying a roaring camel or a mooing ox or a 
baaing sheep.’ [29, p.37]. 
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As regards the abuse of administrative power by those who hold it in their hands, Islam 
never allows this to happen. It never allows the usage of politics for economy, for sexuality, or 
economy for politics and sexuality, or sexuality for politics and economy. The Prophet strongly 
rejected a public servant who intended to use politics foe economy in his time. 

13. A general tax is indispensable for the maintenance of the public force and for the 
expenses of administration; it ought to be equally apportioned among all citizens 
according to their means. 

14. All the citizens have a right to decide, either personally or by their representatives, as to 
the necessity of the public contribution; to grant this freely; to know to what uses it is 
put; and to fix the proportion, the mode of assessment and of collection and the 
duration of the taxes. 

15. Society has the right to require of every public agent an account of his administration. 
[2, p.1]. 

In Islamic law, there are one-fifth, one-tenth, one-twentieth and one-fortieth taxes. Islamic 
tax system does not recognize consumption tax. [30, p.531]. For this reason there is no indirect 
tax in Islam, as it rests on the principle that tax should be paid by the taxpayer. The reflection of 
tax onto the consumption is a practice which is not acceptable by Islam [31, p.342]. 

As there is no consumption tax in Islam, property tax is not collected from the residences 
of people. According to Bilmen, property houses are not subject to tax; nor are the fruits of the 
trees in their gardens, as these gardens are subject to the houses [25, p.87]. 

As regards taxation, the Prophet decreed ‘grain from grain, sheep from sheep, camel from 
camel, cattle from cattle” [32, p.16]; He thus explained the verse “O ye who believe! Spend of the 
good things which ye have earned,and of that which web ring forth from the earth for you, and 
seek not the bad (with intent) to spend thereof (in charity) when ye would not take it for 
yourselves save with disdain; and know that Allah is Absolute, Owner of Praise.” [4, p.45|. 
which declared that taxes were to be collected in kind and the types of genres and quality goods 
from which tax was to be collected. 

We want to say that Islamic economic order is not fair, hence, there is no customs tax, 
either. The trade one-tenth (öşür) tax and customs tax in Islam are confused although they are 
different things. For previous explanations of this fact, we recommend those who wish to consult 
our other two works [33, p.122]. 

People not only control whether governments spend the taxes to necessary places, but 
they also supervise and control every governmental action. “Control” which is one of the basic 
functions of the government is also a sacred duty. Control the administrators and guiding them to 
the true path is an authority and function which is comprising the entire “unma”, and can be 
performed by council members, religious and legal scholars representing them [34, p.106]. 

16. A society in which the observance of the law is not assured, nor the separation of 
powers defined, has no constitution at all. [2, p.11]. 

According to Ahmet Gürkan, Islamic law separated the powers of legislation and 
execution. It gave the power of execution to governors whereas the legislative power was 
endowed upon scholars and interpreters of Islamic law who are members of "Icma-ı1 Ummet” [1, 
P.265]. 

The principle which defines the organization of high organs of the state, the relations 
between them, as well as their duties and authorities is either the ‘fusion and integrity of powers ” 
(J.J. Rousseau theory) or their “separation ” (Charles de Montesquieu theory). The first of these 
principles is the basics of democracy, which upholds equality, and the second one is the condition 
of liberalism which is based on assuring negative freedom rights meaning freedom from 
government intervention [34, p.63]. 

It is estimated that the 3 powers comes from the trinity belief in Christianity. According to 
Islamic law, fusion or separation of the legislative, executive or juridical powers is not an 
obligation. Rousseau and Montesquieu can be the founders and representatives of these two 
theories. Insomuch that this can even be an obligation as regards western government culture, as 
they do not restrict the government and law-makers with anything. But in Islam, state, 
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government, law makers and everybody can act only within the borders drawn by Qur’an and 
Sunna. “The re al | aw maker in Islam is Allah. Allah is also the real hakim in areas related to 
constitution. Man is only a caliph and servant of Him.” [35, p.126]. 

For this reason, no human authority can declare legitimate an act forbidden by Qur’an and 
Sunna in Islam; on the other hand, no power and authority can forbid something which is allowed 
by Qur’an and Sunna [35, p.223]. For this reason, there is no need to separate and balance the 
powers in Islam. [36, p.104]. What individuals and governments should do is to case law and 
consultation and discover and declare the provisions enforced by Allah. [16, p.253]. 

In Islamic law, the functions of the state are not limited to the legislative, executive and 
judicial trilogy. In Islam five powers have been emphasised, namely legislative, executive, 
judicial, financial and supervisory [34, p.103]. 

17. Property being an inviolable and sacred right, no one can be deprived of it, unless 
demanded by public necessity, legally constituted, explicitly demands if, and under the 
condition of a just and prior indemnity. [2, p.1]. 

Islamic law is an integrity of laws and rules founded upon the administration of properties 
and people. Properties are administered by individuals, and individuals are administered by the 
government. For this reason, the right to property, which means administering properties, is one 
of the five obligatory and sacred rights endowed by Islam on man. The verse says: “They will 
wish to come forth from the Fire,but they will not come forth from it. Theirs will be a lasting 
doom. ” [4, p.114]. 

For this reason breach of the right to property is definitely declared as haram and those 
who commit this crime are punished severely. In the eyes of Islam, the right to property has been 
accepted as sacred as the religion itself. The Prophet saw the immunity of religion, soul, property, 
honour and pudicity as equal to each other and declared that he who dies while defending any of 
these is considered as a “martyr”: “he who is killed while defending his property is a martyr; he 
who is killed while defending his religion is a martyr; he who is killed while defending his 
pudicity is a martyr” [37, p.21]. 

CONCLUSION 

The French Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights, which gave administration a 
different viewpoint, declared in summary that people had some natural and non-transferrable 
rights, that they were born free and equal in terms of law, that people had the right to property, 
freedom and resistance to oppression, that sovereignty rested upon the nation, that something 
which is not forbidden by law cannot be prevented and no one could be forced to do anything 
which is not ordered by law, that no one could be accused and arrested as regards the cases 
defined by law and in the patterns ordered by law, that crimes and penalties could be clearly and 
comprehensibly stipulated with law, that people could be punished only by a law which was 
accepted and declared before the crime was conducted, that everyone would be accepted as 
innocent until they were declared guilty, that every man had the right of religion and thought, that 
the taxes collected in order to meet public expenditures should be proportionate to income, that 
every citizen had the right to monitor how the state expenditures are made and hold the 
government accountable. 

Some 1100 years before the French Declaration of Human and Citizen Rights, Islam 
religion and law presented in writing and in practice to the service and practice of humanity an 
order which is more comprehensive in terms of human rights and which appeals to all ages.

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ABSTRACT 

The Holy Creator sent some regulatory rules at different times through his messengers SO 
that the world of humans can be governed by the own wills of people. He heralded in Qur an that 
if they follow these rules, they would reach happiness in both worlds. For this reason he clearly 
declared the rights related to Islam religion in this world. It can be said that people have two 
kinds of rights, namely the born (natural) rights and acquired rights. In this paper the five 
natural rights of mankind will be examined according to Islam belief and from the perspective of 
their relation to this world. 

Keywords: Islam, Management, Qur an, Hadiths, Natural Rights. 


INTRODUCTION 
Islam legalists state that the Arabic word for “right” (hak) has several meanings. The 


plural of this word when used in other meanings is “hakaik” in Arabic. According to experts of 
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the topic, “right is an ownership adopted by law as an authority or an obligation ” [1, p.56] or 
"right is a spiritual power belonging to a person, with which he possesses the right to disposition 
or own” [2, p.45]. It can be said that people have two kinds of rights, namely the born (natural) 
rights and acquired rights. 

1. Natural rights which are given at birth, 

2. Acquired rights. 

“Natural rights” are the rights that people inborn have because of being human. All 
people have these rights equally. These rights are, first of all, not given in return for a 
responsibility; they are with the man since he was born. In order to make sure that these rights are 
protected, people have to avoid violating the rights of other people and prevent actions and 
behaviours against social order. 

The second group of rights is the rights which are given in return for an obligation, and 
they are called “acquired rights” [3, p.555]. 

NATURAL RIGHTS IN ISLAM 

Hak is one of the names of Allah, who is also Vacibü'l Vücud. In this case it has no plural. 
The plural of “hak” in other meanings is expressed as “hakaik”. According to this, right is 
anything obtained in return for a duty. For example, taking care of small children is a right from 
their perspective, but it is a duty from the perspective of the parents. Likewise, taking care of 
fathers who reach old age is a right from their perspective but it is a duty for their children. 
However, the words “right” and “duty” are sometimes used for a single thing and event. Such 
integrated usage of these two terms is seen in the explanation of a legal matter. Here is the text: 
“This contract (Biat) reflects the will, desires and targets of the ummah, but it is also the right and 
duty of the ummah to change, topple or oppose the government [4, p.166]. 

Opposing the government is either a right or a duty. It cannot be both a right and a duty. 
Duties in Islamic law require a qualification or characteristic; therefore, opposing the government 
is a mission and duty, as Allah orders Muslims in Qur’an to give the fiduciary (public offices) to 
capable people. 

“Lo! Allah commandeth you that ye restore deposits to their owners, and, if ye judge 
between mankind, that ye judge justly. Lo! Comely is this which Allah admonisheth you. Lo! 
Allah is ever Hearer, Seer. ” [5, p.87]. 

Living is a right; this right to live is not given due to a qualification or characteristic. Man 
has the right to live only because he is a man. When individuals have the right to live, all legal 
personalities, from family to the state, have the duty to sustenance. Right is a receivable. Every 
receivable has a debtor, there is no receivable without a debtor. 

When we examine classical and more recent sources we can see that Islam legalists make 
some classifications for rights. 

Vehbe Zuhayli groups rights into four: [6, p.15]. 

1. Rights in terms of their owners, 

2. Rights in terms of their subjects, 

3. Rights in terms of their transferability, 

4. Rights in terms of their judicial sanctions. 

Ebu'l-A'la el]-Mevdudi, groups rights as follows: [7, p.153]. 

1. Rights belonging to Allah, 

2. Rights belonging to man, 

3. Rights belonging to other people, 

4. Rights belonging to all creatures. 

As mentioned above, man has two kinds of rights, one being from birth and the other 
being acquired. These rights that people own only because they are human are called ‘natural 
rights ” [3, p.555]. Şatıbi [8, p.67] examine them in five groups: 

1. Religious rights and freedoms, 

2. Vital rights and freedoms, 

3. Intellectual rights and freedoms, 

4. Familial rights and freedoms,

5. Economic rights and freedoms. 


1. RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 

Religion and belief make sure that on one hand safety and on the other hand actions and 
beliefs depending on will are realized. For this reason, loyal people who deserve trust are praised 
and those who are not are criticized. In this sense, Hz. Muhammed (s.a.v) said "those who have 
no fiduciary have no faith; those who have no pacta sunt servanda have no religion" [9, p.53|. 

Islam religion wants religious rights and freedoms not only for itself but also for other 
religions. No religion accepts any religion other than itself; only and only Islam religion did not 
ignore the two religions before it, namely Judaism and Christianity and called their believers 
“people of the book” and separated them from polytheists and non-believers 

“Neither those who disbelieve among the People of the Scripture nor the idolaters love 
that there should be sent down unto you any good thing from your Lord. But Allah chooseth for 
His mercy whom He will, and Allah is of Infinite Bounty.” [5, p.16]. 

Qur’an imposed a ban on marrying with polytheists and heretics. 

“Wed not idolatresses till they believe,for lo! a believing bondwoman is better than an 
idolatress though she please you,and give not your daughters in marriage to idolaters till they 
believe, for lo! a believing slave is better than an idolater though he please you. These invite unto 
the Fire, and Allah inviteth unto the Garden,and unto forgiveness by His grace,and expoundeth 
His revelations to mankind that haply they may remember.” [5, p.35]. 

However, Muslims can marry Jewish and Christian women. In the verse it decrees 

“This day are (all) good things made lawful for you. The food of those who have received 
the Scripture is lawful for you,and your food is lawful for them.And so are the virtuos women of 
the believers and the virtuous womwn of those who received the Scripture before you (lawful for 
you Jwhen ye give them their marriage portions and live with them in honour, not in 
Jfornication,nor taking them as secret concubines. Whoso denieth the faith,his work is vain and he 
will be among the losers in the Hereafter. ” [5, p.107]. 

According to Islam, everyone who is reasonable has the right and freedom to believe or 
not believe within full freedom of conscious. In Qur’an it is decreed 

“Say:( 1t is) the truth from the Lord of you (all). Then whosoever will,let him believe,and 
whosoever will,let him disbelieve. Lo! We have prepared for disbelievers Fire. Its tent encloseth 
them.lf they ask for showers, they will be showered with water like to molten lead whinch burneth 
the faces. Calamitous the drink and ill the resting place! ” [5, p.297]. 

There are other verses which announce that pressure is not accepted in religion and 
conscious: 

“And if thy Lord willed,all who are in the earth would have believed together. Wouldst 
thou (Muhammad) compel men until they are believers? ” [5, p.220]. 

“It may be that thou tormentest thyself (O Muhammad) because they believe not.” [5, 
P.367]. 

In a different approach, Elmalılı states that coercion and oppression should not be applied 
on people in Islamic belief. Man can use his own will freely as regards choosing his religion; he 
also has the right to use his will for choosing among worldly affairs. In short, coercion cannot be 
applied on people according to Islam belief in his religious and worldly preferences. Only 
recommendations can be made [10, p.860]. 

When a belief and tenet is free, education, training, conveying and spreading that belief or 
tenet is also free. According to Mevdudi Qur’an recognized these freedoms, as in Qur’an it is 
decreed: 

“And argue not with the people of the Scripture unless it be in (a way) that is better,save 
with such of them as do wrong and say: We believe in that which hath been revealed unto us and 
revealed unto you;our Allah and your Allah is One; and unto Him we surrender.” [5, p.402]. 

If Islam did not recognize the freedom of religion it would be a huge contradiction, as all 
actions and behaviours performed by people in this world with their free will and choice 
constitute the subject of religion. 
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It is understood from the indication of the verse; “There is no compulsion in religion. The 
right direction is henceforth distinct from error. And he who rejecteth false deities and believeth 
in Allah hath grasped a firm handhold which will never break. Allah is Hearer, Knower.” [5, 
p.42]. that force and oppression is among obstacles to eligibility. So, coercion is forbidden in 
Islam countries. 

For this reason force cannot be applied on anyone to make him enter Islam religion; 
everyone is free in choosing his religion. Under Islamic law and provisions, polytheists, people of 
the book, Jews and Christians, all people can live under the freedom of religion. For example, a 
polytheist can become Jew or Christian if he wants; no one can be forced to become Muslims; he 
is left free in his religion with the condition that he keeps his promise and pays his taxes [10, 
pP.863|. 

Everyone has the right and freedom of performing prayers, worship and ayin and relevant 
actions as required by his religion. 

In this regard we can give the action and behaviour shown by the prophet to Necran 
Christians as an example. A crowded delegation representing Necran Christians came to Medinah 
to talk to Hz. Muhammed (s.a.v) headed by Ebu Harise and Abdülmesihi. The Prophet and 
Muslims had just performed the mid-afternoon prayer. Hz. Muhammed (s.a.v) accepted them at a 
small mosque. When their prayer time approached, they wanted permission, stood up and 
directed towards east to pray. His companions (sahabis) did not agree to the service of Christians 
inside the mosque. But the Prophet silenced the Muslims by saying “leave them, let them perform 
their prayers ” [11, p.223]. 

In Qur’an it is recommended that monasteries, churches, havra and mosques, where 
Allah’s name is mentioned, should not be demolished and be sustained: 

“Those who have been driven from their homes unjustly only because they said: Our Lord 
is Allah Ford had it not been for Allah ’s repelling some men by means of others, cloisters and 
churches and oratories and mosques, wherein the name of Allah is oft mentioned, would assuredly 
have been pulled down. Verily Allah helpeth one who helpeth Him. Lo! Allah is Strong, 
Almighty.” [5, p.337]. 

In the interpretation of this verse, Elmalılı claims that Islam accepted as an aim that 
monasteries, churches, synagogue and mosques, where Allah’s name is mentioned, should be 
preserved and protected [10, p.22]. 


2. LIFE-RELATED RIGHTS 

Glossaries claim that the word ‘“Tife” has several meanings. The one which is related to 
our topic is an action which is based on will [12, p.935]. As a matter of fact, life means power 
and energy as stated by Rağıb and means increase and development as regards plants and feelings 
and emotions as regards (people and) animals [13, p.138]. 

So, living of a person is that he can act and behave on his own free will. According to 
Qur’an; “How disbelieveye in Allah when ye were dead and He gave life to you!Then He will 
give you death,then life again,and then unto Him ye will return.” [5, p.4]. 

This vital right to live, which is also known as the right to physical integrity, are grouped 
into two, namely ‘material rights” and “spiritual rights”. People have material rights which 
related to their physical and bodily aspects; but ehry also have some spiritual rights which related 
to their dignity, honour and dignity. The right to live is one of the most important rights of him 
which constitute material rights. 

A) Material Rights 

Islam gave some political rights to people, and claims that regardless of the person and 
place, rights are given to everyone on earth equally, the most important of which is the right to 
live; hence, blood shedding is haram in Islam. 

Islam recognizes the right to live to all the people without any discrimination. It did not 
only take the measures for preventing the breaches towards this right; it also gave the society the 
duty to provide minimum living conditions and basic needs of people within a charity and 
solidarity order that it established. Like all divine religions, Islam; 
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“O ye who believe!Retaliation is prescribed for you in the matter of the murdered; the 
Jreeman for the freeman,and the slave for the slave, and the female fort he female. And for him 
who is forgiven somewhat by his (injured) brother ,prosecutionaccording to usage and payment 
unto him in kindness. This is an alleviation and a mercy from your Lord. He who transgresseth 
after this will have a painful doom. And there is life for you in retaliation, O men of 
understanding, that ye may ward off (evil). ” [5, p.27]. 

The way of upholding safety of life is to kill who kills [14, p.184]. In today’s law 
terminology, this value is coined as ‘Tight to physical integrity ”. It means that every person has 
the right to live; people and government agencies cannot breach the existence and freedoms of 
persons. They cannot intervene in the development of his material and spiritual personality and 
freedoms. The first thing that comes to mind as regards the immunities of material and spiritual 
lives of people is “the right to live”. For this reason, no one can kill another person. 

The penalty for those who kill, ‘capital punishment”, has been discussed by some 
modern legalists. The following can be mentioned from the perspective of Islamic law: 

Islamic law sees homicide as a crime and accepts that the killer also receives the death 
penalty. The verse decrees the follows in this regard: 

“O ye who believe! Retaliation is prescribed for you in the matter of the murdered; the 
Jreeman for the freeman,and the slave for the slave,and the female fort he female. And for him 
who is forgiven somewhat by his (injured) brother ,prosecution according to usage and payment 
unto him in kindness. This is an alleviation and a mercy from your Lord. He who transgresseth 
after this will have a painful doom. ” [5, p.27]. 

“And We prescribed fort hem therein: The life for the life ,and the eye for the eye,and the 
nose for the nose ,and the ear for the ear, and the tooth for the tooth, and for wounds retaliation. 
But whoso forgoeth it (in the way ofcharity) it shall be expiation for him. Whoso judgeth not by 
that which Allah hath revealed: such are wrongdoers. ” [5, p.115|. 

Islam accepts the life of every single person as sacred and immune, so much so that unjust 
killing of a person is seen as equal to killing the entire mankind. The relevant verse goes: “For 
that cause We decreed fort he Children of Israel that whosoever killeth a human being for other 
than manslaughter or corruption in the earth,it shall be as if he had killed all mankind,and whoso 
saventh the life of one,it shall be as if he had saved the life of all mankind.Our messengers came 
unto them of old with clear proofs (of Allah,s sovereignty),but afterwards lol!many of them 
became prodigals in the earth.” [5, p.113]. 

Parallel to these verses, hadiths also state that the penalty for putting an end to a person’s 
life is death. The prophet said “who Kills on purpose is treated with reprisal” [9, p.5]. "the blood 
of a believer is not halal, lest it is for one of these three things: a married person who commits 
adultery; life for a life; and he who converts from Islam ” [9, p.6|. 

As mentioned above, Allah’s Messenger stated in his Last Sermon that human life is 
sacred and their lives are protected. "People! Just like these days which are sacred, just like these 
months which are sacred, just like this city (Mecca) which is sacred; your lives, properties and 
pudicities are sacred too, and are protected from every breach” [15, p.1]. 

B) Spiritual Rights 

Right to physical integrity in Islam does not only consist of life safety. Life safety is an 
issue which is related to the material aspect of man. However, man also has a spiritual aspect and 
honour and dignity. Man, who is the most honourable of all beings, should also be protected with 
this spiritual aspect. For this reason, insulting a man, mocking and nicknaming him, which 
damage his honour and dignity are sin and banned. 

“O ye who believe!Let not a folk deride a folk who may be better than they (are),nor let 
women(deride) women who may be better than they are ;neither defame one another, nor 
another, nor insult one another by nicknames. Bad is the name of lewdness after faith. And whoso 
turneth not in repentance,such are evil-doers. O ye who believe! Shun much suspicion; for 
lo!some suspicion is a crime. And spy not,neither backbite one another. Would one of you love to 
eat the flesh of his dead brother? Ye abhor that (so abhor the other)! And keep your duty (to 
Allah). Lo! Allah is Relenting Merciful. ” [5, p.516]. 
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In a hadith, the Prophet ordered to avoid the seven things, including defaming and doing 
magic, which destroy the virtue of man: 
1. Polytheism, 
Doing magic, 
Killing, which is banned by Allah, if on unjust grounds, 
Taking interest, 
Draw a bed on orphan’s properties, 
Avoiding war during attack on the enemy, 
Defaming clean, believer women who did not even think about adultery [9, p.23]. 
In a hadith recited by Abdullah İbn Mesud, the Prophet decreed: "swearing a Muslim is a 
big sin; killing him and warring with him is infidelity” [9, p.28]. 

In the verse it is decreed: “Lo! those who malign Allah and his mesenger, Allah hath 
cursed them in the world and the Hereafter, and hath prepared for them the doom of the 
disdained. ” [5, p.426]. 

In this verse it is generally forbidden to torment believer men and women; hence, as 
Elmalılı said, it includes material and spiritual, verbal and factual torments of all kinds [10, 
p.415]. 

“O ye who believe! Let not a folk deride a folk who may be better than they (are), nor let 
women(deride) women who may be better than they are; neither defame one another,nor another, 
nor insult one another by nicknames. Bad is the name of lewdness after faith. And whoso turneth 
not in repentance,such are evil-doers. O ye who believe! Shun much suspicion; for lo! some 
suspicion is a crime. And spy not,neither backbite one another. Would one of you love to eat the 
flesh of his dead brother? Ye abhor that (so abhor the other)! And keep your duty (to Allah). Lo! 
Allah is Relenting Merciful. [5, p.516]. 

Mevdudi, who examined the topic under the title “protecting honour and dignity”, stated 
that the bans which are mentioned as ‘do not mock”, “do not call with bad nicknames ” and “do 
not backbite” brings guarantees to the dignity and honour of every man based on 11" and 12% 
verses of Hucurat Surah. 

Degradant words, actions and behaviours give spiritual damage to people, and these 
damages have to be compensated; thus, Islamic law mentions compensation of spiritual damages. 
According to this, saying bad words which can harm the dignity of a man or oppressing and 
tormenting him so that his soul suffers results in a spiritual damage [2, p.271].

3. INTELLECTUAL (OPINION AND THOUGHT) RIGHTS 

The third kind of basic-natural rights and freedoms recognized for man by Islam is the 
right and freedom of opinion and thought. 

Islam and Islamic law accepts reason as a basis upon which the entire religion and law 
rests, and an indispensable condition. A Muslim has to have “reason” so that he can be 
encumbered with such duties as salaat, give alms and fast, as no liability occurs without reason. 
In this regard, the Prophet explained in hadithes ‘Tiabilities are removed from those who have no 
reason. Those people cannot be held responsible: senile and insane until they recover, people 
who sleep unfil they wake up, senile people until they get better and little children until they wet 
dream ” [9, p.16]. 

The second method of protecting the mind in Islam is to forbid everything that can 
damage and eliminate reason. Due to this forbidding it is called “negative approach”. For 
example, alcoholic drinks are forbidden so because they make people drunk and cause them to 
lose their minds. In the verse it is decreed; 

“O ye who believe! Strong drink and games of chance and idols and divinnig arrows are 
only an infamy of Satan s handiwork. Leave it aside in order that ye may succeed. ” [5, p.123]. 

The Prophet in a hadith decreed “everything which makes drunk is an alcoholic drink and 
all alcoholic drinks are forbidden ” [9, p.80)]. "Anything which makes drunk when taken much is 
haram, even if it is used little” [9, p.3]. Then alcoholic drinks are forbidden because they make 
people drunk and lose their minds [10, p.762]. 
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The point in protecting reason is to perform thinking and learning activities, which are 
specific to humans; in other words, intellectual and scientific activities. Reason, senses and 
correct news has a very critical place for people in their scientific and intellectual lives. An 
unchanging principle is that senses be used for things which can be learned with senses, reason be 
used for things which can be learned with reason and correct news be used for things which can 
be learned with conveyance. It is not correct to use reason where senses are the vessel; likewise, 
it is not appropriate to use senses where reason is the vessel. The things which cannot be proved 
or denied through reason or senses depend on hearing; thus, they need conveyed evidence, 
meaning the news brought by an honest messenger [16, p.29]. 

The support and freedom bestowed by Islam on the right and freedom of opinion can be 
understood better from the importance it gives to science. Hundreds of evidence, verses and 
hadiths as regards this topic are known by everyone. In addition, “case law institution ” should be 
mentioned here which cannot be found in religions other than Islam. A person decides on an issue 
by research and determination, and people who govern the state decides through consultation. 

The case law institution in Islamic law is a clear evidence of the importance given by 
Islam to the right and freedom of opinion and thought. The case law institution alone shows the 
importance given by Islam to the freedom of thought even if so many verses, hadiths and the 
Prophet’s practices did not exist. 

According to Islamic law, the essential thing is that man should research, practice case 
law and decide himself about the affairs that fall into his own sphere. The verse goes as follows: 
“Thou art not at all a warder over them. ” [5, p.592]. 

Freedom of thought has been recognized in the widest sense in Islam. So much so that 
man is not responsible for finding the truth. Interpreters of Islamic law can do right as well as 
wrong. Something which is done wrong does not mean that it is unacceptable. Islamic legalists 
give the example of facing towards Kab’a for this topic. A Muslim who does not know the 
direction of Kab’a is responsible for researching. He acts according to the conclusion of his 
research. Even if it appears that Kab’a is not in that direction later, he does not need to practice 
his salaat again. But, if he performs salaat according to an opinion which is contrary to his, and if 
it appears that this Kab’a direction is wrong in the aftermath, he has to perform the salaat again 
because he acted contrary to his opinion. A Muslim person who acts according to his own 
opinion does not need to perform his salaat again even if his determination was wrong [2, p.355]. 


4. FAMILIAL RIGHTS 

The first thing which comes to one’s mind when familial rights and freedoms are 
mentioned is marriage and forming a family. The relevant article of United Nations Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights goes as follows: [17, p.16]. 

(1) “Men and women of full age, without any limitation due to race, nationality or 

religion, have the right to marry and to found a family. They are entitled to equal rights 

as to marriage, during marriage and at its dissolution. ” 

(2) ‘Marriage shall be entered into only with the free and full consent of the intending 

Spouses.” 

(G&G) ‘The family is the natural and fundamental group unit of society and is entitled to 

protection by society and the State. ” 

Family life is an indispensable need for man and society so that the generation can be 
preserved and continued. The first verse of Nisa surah indicates this fact. 

“O mankind! Be careful of your duty to your Lord Who created you from a single soul 
and from it created its mate and from them Twain hath spread abroad a multitude of men and 
women. Be careful of your duty toward Allah in Whom ye claim (your rights) of one another, and 
toward the wombs (that bare you). Lo! Allah hath been a Watcher over you.” [5, p.17]. 

We can say that what nest is to a bird, family is to a person. In Qur’an it is decreed; “And 
We said: O Adam! Dwell thou and thy wife in the garden and eat ye freely (of the fruits) thereof 
where ye will; but come not nigh this tree lest ye become wrongdoers.” [5, p.6]. 
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Thus, Hz. Havva (Eve) is mentioned as the wife of Hz. Adam, which shows that they 
lived a family life in the heaven. That people who come from their parentage resemble them and 
continue the tradition, which must be a fıtri characteristic. 

According to Islamic law, marrying and forming a family is a right, but beyond being a 
right it is also a mission depending on the situation. Islamic legalists brought provisions changing 
according to one person from another about marriage, which are Sunna, obligations and 
abominable. Marriage is Sunna for those who are encouraged for marriage; obligation for those 
who are more prone to marriage and abominable for those who could possibly commit sin when 
they get married [18, p.82]. 

There are several verses and hadiths about marriage in Qur’an and Sunna. A few of them 
should be mentioned here: “And marry such of you as are solitary and the pious of your slaves 
and maid servants. If they be poor, Allah will enrich them of his bounty. Allah is of ample means, 
Aware.” [5, p.354]. 

Here, a condition sentence is observed as “if you fear that you cannot act within the 
measures of rights and fairness and be fair when you become guardian to orphans”. In this case, 
this condition has to be realised so that a second marriage can be made. We think that the 
meaning of this verse is that, as explained in resources, it is about the people who become 
guardians to orphans and, if they feel anxious about not acting fairly to these orphans about their 
souls, properties, purities and pudicity because they yield to their flesh, they can marry to the 
mother of these orphans or women like this and eliminate this problem. 

Elmalılı interprets this verse and states that family is an institution which is related both to 
individuals and the society as a whole: "The reason behind this verse is that this verse, which is 
related to the guardians, husbands and, to a certain degree, special interests, it is related to the 
public at large and public good in terms of its reason and purpose of sending. For this reason, 
marriage-related subjects include rightful dues as well as Allah ’s and public ’s rights. Therefore, 
marriage is both a right and a duty.” [10, p.1287]. 

So, marriage is directly related to individuals and is among civil rights, and it cannot be 
denied to anyone. 

Hz. Muhammad (s.a.v) decreed about marriage as follows: “The youth! Those who can 
afford the subsistence of a family should marry, as marriage protects eyes from haram and better 
preserves iffet. Those who cannot afford marriage should fast, as fasting breaks lust.” [19, p.3]. 
"Getting married is my Sunna. Those who turn away from my Sunna is not one of us. Get 
married, because I will pride myself with your number against other religious communities ” [19, 
p.1846]. 

Again, the verse decrees as follows: 

“It is made lawful for you to go in unto your wives on the night of the fast. They are 
raiment for you and ye are raiment for them. Allah is Aware that ye were deceiving yourselves in 
this respesct and he hath turned in mercy toward you and relieved you.So hold intercourse with 
them and seek that which Allah hath ordained for you,and eat and drink until the White thread 
becometh distinct to you from the black thread of the dawn. Then strictly observe the fast till 
nightfall and touch them not,but be at your devotions in the mosques. These are the limits 
imposed by Allah, so approach them not. Thus Allah expoundeth his revelations to mankind that 
they may ward off (evil).” [5, p.29]. Marriage was encouraged by emphasising that two genders 
need each other and thus should complete one another. 

As regards marriage, the right to marriage is recognized to both genders without any 
discrimination. The verses we mentioned above 

“And if ye fear that ye will not deal fairly by the orphans, marry of the women, who seem 
good to you, two or three or four; and if ye fear that ye cannot do justice (to so many) then one 
(only) or (the captives) that your right hands possess. Thus it is more likely that ye will not do 
injustice.” [5, p.77]. gives the right to marry to men and burdens the society with the mission to 
marrying off, whereas 

“And if he hath divorced her (the third time), then she is not lawful unto him thereafter 
until she hath wedded another husband. Then if he (the ofter husband) divorce her it is no sin for 
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both of them that they come together again if they consider that they are able to observe the 
limits of Allah. These are the limits of Allah. He manifesteth them for people who have have 
knowledge.” [5, p.36]. gives the women the freedom to choose a spouse. 


5. ECONOMIC RIGHTS 

As regards the rights and freedoms in economic field, they are producing, owning what 
one produces, trading, consuming and the like. 

Production and consumption of a material which is halal is free and, under normal 
conditions, it cannot be forbidden by anyone. The verse decrees; 

“O Prophet! Why bannest thou that which Allah hath made lawful for thee, seeking to 
please thy wives? And Allah is Forgiving, Merciful.” [5, p.560]. and the addressee is almost 
interrogated. 

Everyone has the right to establish a business and perform production naturally; thus, he 
can open a workplace without permission for anyone. If need arises in this regard, the 
government gives assistance. 

In Islam working life is under assurance of the government. The price of the working 
people will definitely be given. In this regard manual labour is praised and the verse decrees as 
follows: 

“And that man hath only that for which he maketh effort. And that his effort will be seen. ” 
[5, p.527]. The Prophet said about this topic the following: "No one has taken a bite which is 
more salutary than the food he earned with his manual labour ” [19, p.1]. 

A man from Ensar asked for a job from the Prophet with which he could earn a livelihood. 
“The Prophet provided him a rope and an axe; asked him to go to the mountains and cut wood 
and sell. He was also ordered to come and inform the Prophet afterwards.” [19, p.25]. The 
formalities of getting permission from the municipality or the government for opening a factory 
or a shop today are the remnants of mercantilist period. 

There is no gender discrimination as regards working and earning in Islamic law. 
Everyone has the right and freedom to work, as the verse decrees; “And covet not the thing in 
which Allah hath made some of you excel others. Unto men a fortune from that which they have 
earned,and unto women a fortune from that which they have earned. (Envy not one another) but 
ask Allah of his bounty. Lo!Allah is ever Knower of all things.” [5, p.83]. 

CONCLUSION 

The phenomenon of religion, which takes universal management as reference, aims at 
happiness in both worlds. Several rights have been bestowed to us in this regard. Rights can be 
examined in five groups according to Islam, namely: 

1. Religious rights and freedoms, 

2. Vital rights and freedoms, 

3. Intellectual rights and freedoms, 

4. Familial rights and freedoms, 

5. Economic rights and freedoms. 

Muslims, who have these rights as regards their worldly lives, will have the right and 
award of seeing the heaven and Allah’s beauty if they organize their lives in this temporary world 
according to Qur’an and Sunna.

“Indeed, We have sent you with the truth as a bringer of good tidings and a warner. And 
there was no nation but that there had passed within it a warner. ” [1, p.437]. 

"There is no clan, nation that we did not send a prophet”. The point in sending prophets is 
to eliminate the right of objection from the employees (the created, subjects, people). Hence, the 
most basic message of the divine religions sent since Hz. Adam is to believe Allah; meaning 
believing in Allah with a sincere devotion. It includes listening to and applying his orders and 
bans. The subject who believes in Allah performs the duties that are required by his faith and thus 
he does justice to his faith. The owner and manager of the organization wants this from us 
(subjects, employees). We will either work as he wants or resign (heresy, be sinners). 

As a result of this study, we conclude that the reflection onto success of the effect of 
manager on employees is a function of employees (subjects, the managed). We can say that the 
guilt is not Islam’s, but the guilt and problem is with the Muslim people, but if they apologize 
(abjurement) Prudent (Allah) can forgive them. We are the solution, if we know his orders as our 
orders, and his bans as our bans, we can get our right, and perform our duty. 

THE RELATION BETWEEN RELIGION AND GOVERNMENT 

Allah has the attributes of a manager, administrator, governor of all the created in an order 
and balance. This means that Allah is the manager in this world and management is under his 
administration. He is the creator (manager) and subjects are the managed; not only for the 
subjects, Allah keeps the entire universe under his control and even a leaf cannot fall without his 
knowledge. Allah is the only power who governs everything from a particle to the planets which 
travel in the space and every living things in the universe which human eye cannot detect. The 
skies which stand with Allah’s permit, the countless stars in it, planets which chase each other 
and the Sun submit to Allah with a full resignation. The perfect order in the universe proves 
without doubt the existence of Holy Allah who is the administrator over everything and who 
controls the order of all living things at every moment. When we look at the earth, we see a 
marvellous order. Allah gave duties to every creature. They perform these duties religiously. 

“The seven heavens and the earth and whatever is in them exalt Him. And there is not a 
thing except that it exalts (Allah) by His praise, but you do not understand their (way of) exalting. 
Indeed, He is ever Forbearing and Forgiving.” [1, p.286]. 

For example, trees have to receive carbon dioxide in the air and release oxygen. Soil 
outputs a variety of livelihoods from inside, which can be eaten by living things. The rain falling 
from skies falls at a certain pace and amount and thunder always follows the lightning. 

“Indeed, your Lord is Allah, who created the heavens and the earth in six days and then 
established Himself above the Throne, arranging the matter [of His creation]. There is no 
intercessor except after His permission. That is Allah, your Lord, so worship Him. Then will you 
not remember? ” [1, p.208|. 
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This balance in the nature always continues like this; some replace the others who die. 
Allah, who creates the entire existence, assigns every being a duty and makes sure that they 
sustain their living. Allah created the bodies of all living things in a huge balance and order and 
assigned all organs as helpers to each other. For example, most of the functions of human 
body are out of the knowledge and control of man. Nobody can ensure that his heart beats. He is 
not aware of the countless operations in the cells that form his body; he cannot supervise them 
either. 

Just like these internal factors in the body, there are several external factors on which 
human body depends. Allah administers all of these countless external factors in a huge order and 
regularity. The entire universe is protected by our Prudent, Allah, and the universe can continue 
its existence only by our Rab, which is a very simple thing for Allah. 

“Does He who created not know, while He is the Subtle, the Acquainted?” [1, p.563|. 
“Does not the Creator know his creatures? Because Allah is the true owner of the universe, its 
creation belongs to Him and so does its management. Qur’an attracts attentions to this topic as 
follows: “Indeed, Allah holds the heavens and the earth, lest they cease. And if they should cease, 
no one could hold them [in place] after Him. Indeed, He is Forbearing and Forgiving.” [1, 
p.439]. 

So, the purpose of Allah (Prudent, creator, manager) creating us (people, subjects, people) 
is servitude, praying, obedience. The verse reads on this topic as follows: “And I did not create 
the jinn and mankind except to worship Me. ” [1, p.523|. 

In his Fi Zilalil Kur’an, Seyyid Kutup interpreted this verse as follows: “There is a 
purpose in the creation, existence of the jinni and people. This purpose is symbolized in a duty; 
he who performs this duty realises his purpose of existence and creation. He who does not 
perform his duties or ‘flubs the dub” destroys and loses the purpose of his creation. Such a 
person is left without a duty, left strayed and lost his value. His life lost his real meaning which 
makes it valuable. So, life is stripped of his purpose of creation as a result of which the person 
rolls into an abysmal gap. This happens to everyone who wriggles and avoids the law of 
existence which ties him to the system, protects him and makes him immortal. This certain duty 
which ties humans and jinni to the law of existence is praying Allah and serving him. There will 
be a subject and a Rab. A subject who worships, and a Rab who is worshipped. If the life of a 
subject is based on this principle it is a decent life.” [2, p.1308]. It is clear that the meaning of 
the creation purpose and first duty of man, prayer, is not only a set of symbolic actions; it is much 
more comprehensive and the duty of caliphate is firmly entrenched in the concept of prayers. 

And then, when man is living on earth. He lives by feeling that he exists to perform a 
mission assigned to him by Allah. Beyond this mission, he lives by feeling that he came to this 
world in order to perform this mission by serving and obeying him with no desire and wish, no 
purpose and target on earth other than obeying Allah. The return of this mission is internal peace, 
being contended with one’s situation and deeds, Allah’s contentment with him and his 
supervision over him which results in safety. “Then this will turn into glorification, blessing, gift 
and a huge donation in the other world. And then, only then, a man turns to Allah with all he has. 
Then, he runs to Allah by wriggling from the captivities, overcoming attractions and seducing 
traps of this world. He truly avoids captivity and loads of all kinds and devotes himself to Allah. 
He is placed into his real location in the universe, which is being a subject of Allah. ” [2, p.1312].

Islam does not deprive people from 
their rights, and it does not ignore duties, either. On the contrary it both recognizes rights and 
assigns duties. This means that although the Arabic word for ‘Jaw ” is the plural of the Arabic 
word for “right”, it does not consist of rights only; it also includes duties. 

The art of management can be possible with balancing and equating rights and duties in 
the most ideal sense. From this perspective, rights resemble a scales with two pans. On one pan 
there are rights and on the other there are duties. For this reason, Qur’an decrees; “Woe to those 
who give less [than due], Who, when they take a measure from people, take in full. But if they 
give by measure or by weight to them, they cause loss.” [1, p.1]. 

“Shame on those deceivers who weigh and measure exact when they buy things from 
people, but weigh and measure deficient when they sell things to them!”, [2, p.587]. Hence, 
injustice or oppression is expressed as measuring deficient or measuring with broken balances. 

Elmalılı Hamdi YAZIR interprets this verse as follows: “The standing still of heavens and 
earth is with measurement and balance. Scales is also the scale of the entire law. For this reason, 
the first requirement of the enforcement of rights and justice is to measure towards everyone in 
an equal, correct and honest manner. There are two principles to this rightness: one of them is 
the measure itself being exact, neither excessive nor deficient, and not using the wrong 
instrument. The other one is the measurement to be exact and correct. ” [3, p.591]. 

Law is symbolized with scales as it distributes or is supposed to distribute justice in an 
equal manner. The scales has two pans; the good is put in one of them and the weight 
measurement is put in the other. Law also has two pans or two aspects. On one side there are 
rights and on the other side there are duties. To put it more correctly, there is receivables in one 
pan and debts in the other. Law is the name of a transaction which takes place at least between 
two people, two parties. It is not possible to mention a one-person or one-sided legal procedure. 
For this reason, a receivable with rights to collect is met with an indebted party. Islam legalists 
consider rights and duties together. 

In essence, Man has made a contract with Allah. Holy Allah declares this to us by means 
of the Books and Prophets. As in every contract, Allah gave a period for performance of the 
terms of this contract. This period is equal to the lifetime of people and Qur’an clearly declares 
that “heaven ’s people” will be applied to those who perform the terms of this contract at the end 
and “hell ’s people” will be applied to those who do not.

11. Consenting to Allah’s Actions 

“No soul can ever die except by Allah ’s leave and at a term appointed. Whoso desireth the 
reward of the world, We bestow on him thereof; and whoso desireth the reward of the Hereafter, 
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We bestow on him thereof.” [1, p.68]. “He it is Who hath created you from clay, and hath 
decreed a term for you. A term is fixed with Him. Yet still ye doubt!” [1, p.128]. “Had We sent 
down unto thee (Muhammad) (actual) writing upon parchment, so that they could feel it with 
their hands, those who disbelieve would have said: This is naught else than mere magic.”

Lo! the noblest of you, in thesight of Allah, s the best in 
conduct. Lo! Allah is Knower, Aware.” [1, p.517]. Perform the pilgrimage and the visit (to 
Mecca) for Allah. And....”[1, p.30]. Say: The evil and the good are not alike even though the 
plenty of the evil attract thee.

And the sky He hath uplifted; and He 
hath set the measure, That ye exceed not the measure.” [1, p.531]. Lo! in the creation of the 
heavens and the earth, and the difference of night and day, and the ships which run upon the sea 
with that which is of use to men, and the water which Allah sendeth down from the sky, thereby 
reviving the earth after its death, and dispersing all kinds of beasts therein, and (in) the 
ordinance of the winds, and the clouds obedient between heaven and earth: are signs (of Allah ’s 
sovereignty) for people who have sense. ” [1, p.25].

31. Being Right 

“And who are shepherds of their pledge and their covenant. ” [1, p.342]. “And those who 
keep their pledges and their covenant.” [1, p.569]. “O Children of Israel! Remember My favour 
wherewith I favoured you, and fulfil your (part of the) covenant, I shall fulfil My (part ot the) 
covenant, and fear Me.” [1, p.7]. Of the believers are men who are true to that which they

covenanted with Allah. Some of them have paid their vow by death (in battle), and some of them 
still are waiting; and they have not altered in the least. ” [1, p.421].

“Those 
who swallow usury cannot rise up save as he ariseth whom the devil hath prostrated by (his) 
touch. That iS...... ”[1, p.47]. 
41. Giving Alms of Property and One-Tenth Tax of Crops 
“And let not those who hoard up that which Allah hath bestowed upon them of His bounty 
think that it is better fort hem. Nay, it is worse for them. That which they hoard will be their 
collar on the day of Resurrection. Allah ’s is the heritage of the heavens and the earth, and Allah 
is Inforned of what ye do.” [51 p.73]. “O ye who believe! Many of the (Jewish) rabbis and the 
(Christian) monks devour the wealth of mankind wantonly and debar (men) from the way of 
Allah.

44. Avoiding Arrogance 
“Turn not thy cheek in scorn toward folk, nor walk with pertness in the land. Lo! Allah 
loveth not each braggart boaster.” [1, p.412]. “And walk not in the earth exultant. Lo! thou canst 
not rend the earth, nor canst thou stretch to the height of the hills. The evil of all that is hatefull 
in the sight of thy Lord. This is (part)of that wisdom wherewith thy Lord hath inspired thee (O 
Muhammad). And set not up with Allah any other god, lest thou be cast into hell, reproved, 
abandoned. ” [1, p.285].

“And come not near unto adultery. Lo! it is an abomination and an evil way. ” [1, p.285|.

cannot profit thee nor hurt thee, for if thou didst so then wert thou of the wrong-doers.” [1, 
p.220]. “And I have followed the religion of my fathers, Abraham and Isıac and Jacob. It never 
was for us to attribute aught as partner to Allah. This is of the bounty of Allah unto us (the seed 
of Abraham) and unto mankind; but most men give not thanks. ” [1, p.240|. 
48. Avoiding Adultery 

“And come not near unto adultery. Lo! it is an abomination and an evil way. ” [2, p.1|. 
49. Not Drinking 

“Satan seeketh only to cast among you enmity and hatred by means of strong drink and 
games of chance, and to turn you from remembrance of Allah and from (His) worship. Will ye 
then have done? ” [1, p.123|. 

50. Avoiding Perjury 

“Allah will not take you to task fort hat which is unintentional in your oaths. But He will 
take you to task for that which your hearts have garnered. Allah is Forgiving, Clement. Those 
who forswear their wives must wait four months; then, if they change their mind, lo! Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful.” [1, p.36]. “And if they break their pledges after their treaty (hath been 
made with you) and assail your religion, then fight the heads of disbelief - Lo! they have no 
binding oaths — in order that they may desist. Will ye not fight a folk who broke their solemn 
pledges, and purposed to drive out the Messenger and did attack you first? What! Fear ye them? 
Now Allah hath more right that ye should fear Him, if ye are believers. ” [1, p.188]. 
51. Abandoning Contentment 

“And the believers, men and women, are protecting friends one of another; they enjoin 
the right and forbid the wrong, and they establish worship and they pay the poordue, and they 
obey Allah and His Messenger. As for these, Allah will have mercy on them. Lo! Allah is Mighty, 
Wise. ” [3, p.198]. “Those who, if We give them power in the land, establish worship and pay the 
poor-due and enjoin kindness and forbid iniquity. And Allah ’s is the sequel of events. [1,p.337]. 
“O my dear son! Establish worship and enjoinkindness and forbid iniquity, and persevere 
whatever may befall thee. Lo! that is of the stedfast heart of things.” [1, p.412]. 

52. Avoiding Backbiting 

“Allah loveth not the utterance of harsh speech save by one who hath been wronged. 
Allah is ever Hearer, Knower.” [1, p.102]. O ye who believe! Shunmuch suspicion; forlo! Some 
suspicionis a crime. And spy not,neither backbite one another. Would one of you love to eat the 
flesh of his dead brother? Ye abhor that (so abhor the other)! And keep your duty (to Allah). Lo! 
Allah is Relenting, Merciful. [3, p.517]. ‘Woe unto every slandering traducer. ” [1, p.601]. 

53. Learning Scholarship 

“And We sent not (as Our messengers) before thee other than men whom We inspired — 
Ask the followers of the Remembrance if ye know not!- [1, p.604]. “Then Exalted be Allah, the 
True King! And hasten not (O Muhammad) with the Qur ’an ere its revelation hath been perfected 
unto thee, and say: My Lord! Increase me in knowledge.” [1, p.320]. “But those who had been 
given knowledge said: Woe unto you! The reward of Allah for him who believeth and doeth right 
isbetter, and only the stedfast will obtain it.” [1, p.395]. 

54. Not Doing Magic 

“And follow that which the devils falsely related against the kingdom of Solomon. 
Solomon disbelieved not; but the devilsdisbelieved, teaching mankind magic and that which was 
revealed to the twoangels in babel.....”[1, p.16]. “From th evil of the sneaking whisperer. ” [1, 
p.604].

ABSTRACT 

This paper focuses on three methods to explain details with regards to understanding the 
Qur ’an these methods are necessary for every Islamic creed. 

First, interpretation of the Qur an by the Qur an is the most efficient and significant way 
of explaining esoteric verses or words of the Qur ‘an. 

Second, the Sunnah is another technique that one can use to gain a clear understanding 
and interpretation of the Qur an. 

Third , Historicize of the Qur'an, History is essential to understanding the events of the 
past.

INTRODUCTION 

Translation and interpretation of the Qur’an is necessary for a person who does not 
understand Arabic language and who want to deeply understand the message of Allah. There are 
different understandings on the interpretation the Qur’an among Shi’a scholars, Sunni scholars, 
and Sufis scholars. Shi’a ‘they made use of a distinction between external (zahir) and internal 
(batin) ” [1, p.101] meaning of the Qur’an. “They claimed that the Qur ’an, besides its external or 
obvious meaning had an internal or hidden meaning, and that this inner meaning could be learnt 
only from the Imam ” [1, p.101]. Sufi scholars argued that the interpretation of the Qur’an must 
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be “Qur ’anic spirituality by integrating it into the sophisticated Sufi philosophy of the human 
heart” (2, p.86|. 

To understand what the Qur’an really means, one needs authentic interpretations of the 
Qur’an based on its own explanations (i.e. a verse of the Qur an explained by the other verses of 
the Qur ’an), interpretation of the Qur’an by the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) traditions called the 
Sunnah, and historicizing of the Qur’an. This paper focuses on three methods to explain details 
with regards to understanding the Qur’an these methods are necessary for every Islamic creed. 

FIRST PART 

Interpretation of the Qur’an by the Qur’an is the most efficient and significant way of 
explaining esoteric verses or words of the Qur’an. Some ambiguous verses or words of the 
Qur’an are elaborated in other parts of the Qur’an. As Abdullah Sadeen stated “The Qur'an is 
considered to be a unified whole with unity of purpose. This means that difficult sections or 
verses of the Qur an are clarified in another part of the text” [3, p.43]. Interpretation of the 
Qur’an by the Qur’an is crucial for inference from the Qur’an. This means that someone could 
misuse one Qur’anic verse when they should have a reference another Qur’anic verse. For 
instance, the Qur’an says “Those who have believed and not obscured their belief with any 
wrongdoing they are the ones for whom there is true security, and they are rightly guided” [4, 
p.139]. 

When the Companions read this verse, they did not understand the real meaning of 
wrongdoing (zulm). Understanding this verse was difficult for them, and they came to the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) saying, as Sadeen stated “O0 Messenger of Allah! Who from among 
us has not committed [any] wrong?” [3, p.45]. The Companions understood the meaning of 
zulm as harming themselves, harming other people, or harming their family. The Prophet (pbuh) 
interpreted zulm’s meaning using another part of the Qur’an. The Qur’an says in surah Luqman 
“when Luqman said to his son by way of advice and instruction: My dear son! Do not associate 
partners with Allah. Surely associating partners with Allah is indeed a tremendous wrong” [4, 
p.411]. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) clarified zulm’s meaning as worshiping another Allah 
besides Allah (sirk). As shown in this example, the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) used another part 
of the Qur’an to explain the meaning of zulm to his companions using the Qur’an. 

SECOND PART 

The Sunnah is another technique that one can use to gain a clear understanding and 
interpretation of the Qur’an. The Sunnah is tradition of the Prophet Muhammad’s (pbuh) based 
on his acts, accepted, and words. Exegesis of the Qur’an was one task of the Prophet Muhammad 
(pbuh). Some obscure verses and words of the Qur’an were explained by the Prophet Muhammad 
(pbuh) himself. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) was the best expert on the Qur’an and the best 
expositor of the Qur’an. The Qur’an was primarily revealed to the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) 
and Allah asks the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) to explain the Qur’an to people as in surah An- 
Nahl. The Qur’an says ‘(We sent them with) clear proofs of the truth and Scriptures. And on you, 
We have sent down the Reminder (the Qur an) so that you may make clear to humankind 
whatever is sent down to them, and that they may reflect” [4, p.271]. 

Muslims need the Sunnah to interpret the Qur’an because the Qur’an does not provide 
detail commands. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) practically demonstrated what Allah’s 
commands meant. For instance, the Qur’an commands believers to worship (five daily prayers - 
salah), to give alms, and to fast in many verses; but people learn how to practice these commands 
in detail from the practices of Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). The Qur’an orders Muslims to pray, 
but it doesn’t tell believers how to do it in practice. Muslims learn how to perform daily prayers 
from the actions of the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). 

The previously given example related to the meaning of zulm is also an example of the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) expository interpretation. Similarly, it is indicated in another verse: 
When Sayyidatinah Aisha read a verse in surah Al-An’am that “Now assuredly you have come to 
us quite alone, as We created you in the first instance ” [4, p.138] from the Qur’an, she asked the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) Will men and women will be together, they will look at each other’s 
genitalia. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) clarified this issue by using another verse of the 
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Qur’an “Everyone on that Day has concerns of his own enough to make him heedless ” [4, 
p.585]. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) added the men would not look at women, and women 
would not look at men. If the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) had not explained the Qur’an to the 
companions, other Muslims then and Muslims today would not understand the esoteric verses 
and the details of Allah’s commands. 

The Qur’an was revealed “In clear Arabic tongue” [4, p.374]. The Companions of the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) were mostly Arabs. Arabic was their native language, and they knew 
very well the Arabic literature, so the Companions could usually understand the meaning of the 
Qur’an. However, they did not understand every verse of the Qur’an equally well as the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) due to the Qur’an’s depth in its meanings. Thus, they still needed the 
explanation of the Qur’an by the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh). The Companions did not 
understand the verses that are not entirely clear (mutashabih). “Every word and letter of the 
Qur an in the original Arabic has not only an outward but also an inward meaning, including a 
numerical symbolism, and the Qur an has many levels of inner meaning” [5, p.14]. 

The Qur'an organizes the personal and social life of believers, and provides general rules. 
The Qur’an reveals some information about the future and the past. Without the explanation of 
the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) there is no way to understand these inexplicable verses referring 
other times. The Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) helps believers to interpret the Qur’an by his 
illustrations, practice, speeches, and sermons in short; by his life as a whole. Sadeen point out 
that “Practical interpretation is the form in which the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) put into 
practice the Qur ’anic instruction, whereas expository interpretation is that in which the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) explained what a particular verse meant” [5, p.45]. The Qur’an orders 
believers to obey Allah and the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh), as it is stated; “He who obeys the 
Messenger obeys Allah and he who turns away from him, turns away Allah” [4, p.90]. And 
“Whatever the Messenger (pbuh) gives you, accept it willingly; and whatever he forbids you, 
refrain from it. Keep from disobedience to Allah in reverence for Him and piety. Surely Allah is 
severe in retribution ” [4, p.545]. 

During the Prophet Muhammad’s (pbuh) era, the Companions had a chance to ask the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) what esoteric verses and words of the Qur’an really meant. There 
were more examples of the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh)’s practical interpretations of the Qur’an 
than the expository ones. The Companions were familiar with the Qur’anic text as they 
constantly memorize it. Arabic language skills are not the only proficiency required to 
understand the Qur’an, as mentioned above the Companions needed the Prophet Muhammad’s 
(pbuh) guidance on understanding some verses which were not entirely clear. After the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) passed away, there was no way to directly ask him about obscure verses and 
words of the Qur’an not yet explained. Therefore, people needed to establish some hermeneutic 
techniques (I[lmu Tafsir) for the Qur’anic exegesis. The Importance of hermeneutic techniques 
(Ilmu Tafsir) becomes clearer when the borders of the Islamic State started to expand rapidly 
following the PostCompanions Era. Inclusion of newly convert people from different countries, 
different regions, and different cultures to the emerging Muslim world, posed two requirements 
to truly understand the Qur’an: learning Arabic and the acquisition of hermeneutic techniques. 
Even the translation was not sufficient; translations of the Qur’an have not been made until 
second generation after Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) pass away. ‘Interpretation of the Qur ’an are 
found in the works of Islamic philosophers at least as early as the late third century and the first 
half of fourth century, the time of Abu Nasr al-Farabi (d.339/950), ibn Sina ” [6, p.347]. 

Understanding the real meaning of the verses of the Qur’an would not be possible by only 
language learning for people whose first language was not Arabic. In addition to mastering the 
Arabic language, they also needed to know hermeneutic techniques ([lImu Tafsir) for the Qur’anic 
exegesis. If we do not use these techniques and just try to understand the Qur’anic text by using 
Arabic word meaning only, it may be a wrong interpretation of the Qur’an. Some contemporarily 
Muslims try to explain the Qur’an by only using the meaning of words. They sometimes 
misunderstand the Qur’anic text and deny the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) traditions. 

No one could, can, and will be able to understand the Qur’an better than the Prophet 
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Muhammad (pbuh) and his Companions. As it was stated earlier, the Qur’an was revealed to him, 
and He is the guidance of the Qur’an. For better comprehension of the Qur’an, believers have to 
use the methods, not limited to the ones mentioned in this article, and study how the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) and his Companions understood the Qur’an. Nowadays, the scholars used the 
Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) and his Companions methods and their understanding of the Qur’an 
as a hermeneutics technique. During the Prophet Muhammad’s (pbuh) era the Companions asked 
the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) part of the Qur’an they did not understand. 
THIRD PART 

Historicize of the Qur'an, History is essential to understanding the events of the past. That 
makes history very crucial for people. In other words, history helps us understand results with 
causes using archives and evidence from those time periods. Revelation of the Qur’an happened 
in chronological order and it was based on events at that time. Information about verses either 
Meccan or Madani, occasion of revelation, and chronological revelation help us understand the 
Qur’an better. This is very important for the contextualization of the Qur’an. 

When analyzing the Qur’an, we need to know the circumstances of that time period. This 
makes it easier to analyze and understand the Qur'an. This is one of the methods and techniques 
to interpret the Qur’an. Historicizing the Qur’an is important but it is not the only method that 
can be utilized to understand it. There are other tools to analyze the verses and use this 
knowledge for today’s needs. If we only look at the historical perspective, we may lose its 
universal message. We may make a mistake that it was revealed only to those who lived during 
that time period. As it was mentioned by Ingrid Watson; “With this consideration in mind, we 
must realize that any narratives we use to provide a historical context for the Qur'anic message 
will be inadequate for allowing us to grasp the full significance of the Qur'anic revelation” {7, 
p.32]. 

One of the essentials of understanding the meaning and the message of the Qur’an is 
occasions of revelation. We learn about occasions of revelation and details of the circumstances 
from the Prophet’s hadiths. As Mattson stated “the context for many Qur'anic verses is found in 
a class of hadith reports known as occasions of revelation (asbab al-nuzul). These reports link a 
specific verse or set of verses with a historical event” [7, p.32]. In fact, we should not take 
occasions of revelation as a reason for Qur’an’s revelation. Actions and events happened 
simultaneously as the Qur’an was being revealed. Therefore there are many links between those 
two and the events help us understand the message of the Qur’an. We can’t assume that if there 
were no occasions then the Qur’an would not be revealed. We can only know the real reason for 
a verse’s revelation when we are told by Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) or when it is stated in the 
Qur’an. Qur’an keeps its universal message as it tells us about the time it was revealed. Therefore 
we can fully understand the message of the Qur’an as we analyze both the universal message and 
the occasions of revelation, events, and history of that time. 

Knowledge of occasions of revelation minimizes the risk of misunderstanding for those 
who try to learn the meaning of the Qur’an. This way, they will not be mistaken nor will they 
lead others to mistakes. The wisdom of the statements and the orders from the verses can be 
clearly understood if this method is used. it will be a healthier way of commenting about the 
Qur'an. Linking the message to events of that time also makes it easier to understand the Qur'an. 
As it is in the Qur’an; there is no blame on you if you eat together or separately [4, p.357], could 
be included as an example. If we analyze the revelation of this verse; it was revealed during the 
time of “Lays bin Amır's tribe. As a custom they never ate their food alone, they sat and waited 
for other people to share their food all day long at the table. This was a big burden for the 
community as they had a hard time when nobody came” [8, p.1]. During that time the verse 
above was revealed and that was directly linked to an event of the time. Qur’an simply said that 
you share your food when there is a guest present, otherwise you can have your food by yourself. 
If the Quran said that it is okay to eat your food by yourself, we would probably ask why and for 
what reason it was said, but the occasion of revelation makes it crystal clear that it would be okay 
to eat your food alone. 

As 1I stated above, using occasions of revelation prevents mistakes when you try to 
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understand the Qur’an. As another example, once Khalif Umar ibn al-Khattab (ra) appointed 
Kudame bin Maz’un as Governor to Bahreyn. He heard that the Governor drank alcohol and 
became drunk. Umar (ra) called him to Medina to punish him. The Governor Kudame bin 
Maz’un read verse 93 of the surah al-Ma'idah from Qur’an and tried to explain that it was 
permissible. The verses stated that; There 1s no sin on those who believe and do good, righteous 
deeds for what they might have partaken, provided they fear and come to faith and do good, 
righteous deeds, then keep from disobedience to Allah in reverence for Him and piety and 
believe, then be more meticulous in obeying Allah in greater reverence for Him and piety, and be 
devoted to doing good: Allah loves those who are devoted to doing good, aware that Allah is 
seeing them [4, p.122]. 

Kudame said that based on the permission given in Qur’an he could drink alcohol. He 
added that he was one of those practicing true believers and he was a pious person. He also said 
that based on those statements nothing he ate or drink should be a sin. While Khalif Umar (ra) 
was planning to punish him, he was shocked to hear the Governor’s point and he was speechless. 
At this point, “Abdullah bin Abbas joined the conversation and said that the verse was revealed 
for a specific purpose for those who died before alcohol was forbidden. The verses in Maide was 
an excuse for those who died before and an evidence for those who came after alcohol was 
Jorbidden. He added that the verse addressed those people who used alcohol and died before the 
order” [9, p.1]. The Governor then understood that it was a misunderstanding. As we look at this 
example we understand that knowing the occasions of revelation makes it clear and helps us 
avoid mistakes. 

The Qur’an was revealed in two different time periods. The verses are called Makki if 
they were revealed before migration (hijrah), and the verses are called Madani if they were 
revealed after migration. Characteristics, messages, and structure of verses differ based on the 
time period and the location in which they are revealed. “Meccan verses of the Qur'an that 
contain the universal message of islam, while the Medinan revelations are culturally specific 
applications of the original message ” [7, p.231]. 

Meccan verses were short, straight forward, convincing, and were about basic principles 
of belief. Meccan verses were extremely sharp and aimed to save peoples’ belief. Madani verses 
also included some messages about belief, but they were mostly for prayers, worship, behavior, 
and social principles. Madani verses are long as they have more complicated and combined 
messages. In Madani verses there are so many expressions like “O/h believers!” They also talk 
about marriage, divorce, trade, interest, and war and provides detailed information about them. 
The punishments and orders about killing, adultery, and robbery were given in details in Madani 
verses. Another important side of the Madani verses is about government structure and detailed 
information about the congregation of people and importance of discussions in the form of 
consultation. 

The Qur’an orders to obey Allah and the Prophet as it is stated; “He who obeys the 
Messenger obeys Allah, and he who turns away from him, [4, p.603] These verses are all 
revealed in Madina. If these verses were revealed in Makka, It would be a hectic order as there 
were so many people who could not understand the meaning of obeying the Prophet (pbuh) ” [9, 
p.2]. Simply they were not ready to get the holy message. The content of the verses were also 
shaped by the characteristics of time, people’s intellect, and the circumstances. These details help 
us understand the true wisdom and the message of Qur’an better because Islam’s battle of 
bringing message had its own methods and those methods had been in a chronological order and 
it was based on the location. On the other hand, people’s attitute towards holy message can be 
conceptualized only if we know the history and characteristics of Mecca and Madina during 
those years. 

Even though we cannot know the exact location of the revealation of the verses, we can 
predict based on the historical events of that time. Based on cultural, economic, social, and 
geographical structure of the community, we can understand the time and location of the verses. 
For instance, if we do not know where surah al-Kaafirun was revealed we may not understand 
the true meaning of the verses. “Your religion is for you, my religion is for me” [4, p.603]. This 
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principle can’t be understood if we do not know the location and the conditions. We can also say 
that we do not have to work for the name of Allah and make an effort to help others learn about 
the truth. Qur’an also warns about fake trade principles in Macca and states: 

1. Woe to those who deal in fraud, 

2. Those who, when they are to receive their due from others, demand that it be in full; 

3. But when they measure or weigh out for others, they make it less (than the due) [4, 

p.587]. 

In those times merchants faked in measurements when they traded with others. Knowing 
that fact about merchants make the Qur’an’s message stronger and easy to understand. Above 
examples are only a few to figure out how crucial it is to know where and in what condition 
message of the Qur’an revealed. 

Qur’an’s structure is so orderly that people can understand its messages easily. One of the 
main pieces of the structure is the chronological order of the verses. It starts from surah Alaq’s 
message of “Read” and continues until the last verse of the Quran. I do not mean that this 
chronology is the time order of the revelation. It is the wisdom of 23 years of revelation of 
messages and those messages' chronological structure as the messages come one after another to 
complete the meaning. In those 23 years, what was said first? How are the messages structured? 
What were the reasons for the messages? Answers to these questions show that there is a 
mysteriously perfect order and they are chronologically linked to one another. For instance, the 
first message of “Read” shows the emphasis Qur’an puts on reading. Prohibiting alcohol in three 
steps shows its method of progressive development and we can see this in many other instances. 
Interest was banned on the last year of Prophethood. Qur’an’s chronological structure made 
practicing the orders from the Qur'an possible in our daily life. 

CONCLUSION 

Without hermeneutic techniques it’s impossible to understand some parts of the Qur’an 
and some commands of the Creator. When analyzing the Qur’an, we need to know hermeneutic 
techniques and this makes it easier to analyze and understand the Qur'an. Explanation of the 
Qur’an by the Qur’an, interpretation of the Qur’an by the Sunnah, historicizing of the Qur’an, 
and understanding the Companions’ and their Successors’ comprehension of the Qur’an are very 
important for exegesis of the Qur’ an. 

Merely knowing the Arabic language is not enough to truly understand the Qur’an. Even 
the Companions who knew Arabic fluently did not understand all of the Qur’an, and at times 
they asked the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) those parts of the Qur’an they did not understand. We 
should keep in mind that these are some principles of understanding the message of the Qur’an, 
but learning the messages are not only subject to knowing or utilizing these methods. There are 
many other methods that can be used for broader analysis.

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ABSTRACT 

Every religious or social group has their own leadership structure and different media 
image in the US. This paper focuses on the differences and similarities between the Muslim and 
the Mormon religious community in the U.S. based on their religious perspective, by comparing 
their social issues, media images, and leadership structures. Firstly, this paper will give brief 
information on what Muslims and Mormons believe. Secondly, it will discuss the leadership 
structure of Muslim and Mormon in America. Thirdly, the discussion in this paper will be about 
the Social Issue and Media Image of Mormon and Muslim in the United States.

INTRODUCTION 

A Muslim is someone who believes oneness of Allah and who believes Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) as his messenger, and who practices five pillars of Islam and believes in six 
articles of Aqeedah. In the tradition of Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) (Well-known as Jibril 
Hadith); "Islam is being witness that there is no god except Allah and that Muhammad is His 
Messenger, that you should perform salah (ritual prayer), pay the almsgiving, fasting, and 
performing pilgrimage. Iman is that you believe in Allah and His angels and His Books and His 
Messengers and in the Last Day, and in predestination, both in its good and in its evil aspects ” 
[1, p.1]. These are fundamental requirements to be a Muslim. 

The Mormon is one who believes that Jesus Christ (Heavenly Father) is the son of God, 
and he came and died for them so they all can be forgiven. They also believe Joseph Smith who 
found the book of Mormon is a founder of the faith and the first Prophet he established the 
Mormonism in “upstate New York in 1820. The Mormons followed Brigham Young after Joseph 
Smith's pass away in 1844; Territory Utah was the new land of Mormons. Today Mormons are 
members of “The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (LDS) ” [2, p.1]. Some theories of 
Mormons vary from actual Christians; nevertheless the Mormons identify themselves as 
Christians. They believe in the Book of Mormon and other books like the Bible, and they believe 
all people are the children of God. “Mormons believe that returning to God requires following 
the example of Jesus Christ. They believe that Christ's church was restored through Joseph Smith 
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and is guided by living prophets and apostles. Central to the Mormon faith is the belief that God 
speaks to his children and answers their prayers ” [2, p.3]. 
LEADERSHIP STRUCTURE OF MUSLIMS AND MORMONS IN AMERICA 

All belief traditions and religions have their own holy Scripture or custom-based 
leadership structure. As Khaled Abou El Fadl said, “AI religions, like all sociological and 
political movements, have a process or method for generating and defining authority” [3, p.26]. 
In this perspective, Muslim and Mormon structures have significant differences despite some 
commonalities. Muslims believe choosing a leader among a group is strongly recommended in 
Islamic resources, and the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) encourages Muslims to create leadership 
by saying, When three are on a journey, they should appoint one of them as their leader” [4, 
p.2]. And “Behold! Each of you is a shepherd, and each of you will be asked about his flock. The 
leader of the people is a guardian and is responsible for his subjects...” [5, p.560]. The Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh) determines leadership in family, which is the smallest group of society. This 
shows that leadership should be in every part of one’s life. For example; a father is the leader of a 
house, an imam is the leader of a mosque and its neighborhood, and everyone in this perspective 
has responsibility for his flock. 

Islamic leadership is described from the tradition of Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) and the 
Qur’an. Rafik I.Beekun and Jamal Badawi try to demonstrate “Islamic leadership perspective 
with four layers of Islamic moral character (Iman, Islam, Taqwa, and Ihsan) and five key 
parameters of Islamic behavior (Adl, Amanah, Birr, Mujahada, and ‘Ahd)” [6, p.19-20|. These 
key parameters should be considered by the leaders in conjunction with these moral characters. 
Brief descriptions for these five moral characters can be given as follows; Adl means justice for 
all; Amanah implies complete trust which is full conformity of one’s behavior with his/her 
words; Birr means righteousness capaciously embracesing justice, iman, Islam and patience; 
Mujahada mostly indicates inner struggle for self-improvement; Ahd, connotes keeping a 
promise. As the Qur’an mentions, 

“Righteousness is not that you turn your faces toward the east or the west, but (true) 
righteousness is (in) one who believes in Allah, the Last day, the angels, the Book, and the 
prophets and gives wealth, in spite of love for it, to relatives, orphans, the needy, the travelers, 
those who ask (for help), and for freeing slaves; (and who) establishes prayer and gives zakah; 
(those who) fulfill their promise; and (those who) are patient in poverty and hardship and during 
battle. Those are the ones who have been true, and it is those who are the righteous ” [7, p.27]. 

In another verse of the Qur’an, parameters of Islamic behavior have been emphasized 
“And we made them leaders guiding by our command. And we inspired to them doing of good 
deeds, establishment of prayer, and giving of zakah; and they were worshippers of US” [4, 
p.327]. 

These sources point out the importance of leadership in Islam. As it was outlined above 
leadership has a significant role in Islam. 

In the present day, the Muslim world and Muslims in the US lack leadership in the sense 
explained above. This problem is not rooted in Islam, yet it is the outcome of Muslims who have 
problems mainly in not being well educated and who have economic problems. When we look 
closely at the Muslim leadership in the US, we can see multiple institutions formed to represent 
Muslim communities such as Islamic Society of North America, Islamic Circle of North 
America, Council on America — Islamic Relations, Muslim American Society, Muslim Public 
Affairs Council, Islamic Shura Council of Southern California, etc. Recently, major Muslim 
groups had an initiative to launch a new council at DC called the US Council of Muslim 
Organizations. These organizations represent portions of the Muslim communities and they do 
have power to lead Muslims in the US to some extent. “There are numerous Islamic 
organizations who present to speak on God ’s behalf but too few who are willing to listen” [3, 
p.26]. That is to say Muslims don’t have institutional leadership like Catholics and Latter Day 
Saints. 

MUSLIM LEADERSHIP STRUCTURE IN THE US 
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Muslim communities in the US consist of multiple nationalities, racial, and cultural 
background. These significant differences create numerous obstacles for unification of Muslims 
in the US; therefore there is not a consolidated leadership to represent all Muslims in The US. 
This fact generates some setbacks as well. Some Muslim communities in the US tend to isolate 
themselves from the ummah (Muslim world) in order to protect from different side effects. This 
understanding creates disconnection among Muslim organizations as well. Maybe it is the 
outcome of some of those organizations’ political connections. Almost all Muslim communities 
are divided-based on nationalities and cultural heritage. They have their community and 
organization based leaders who are generally the most educated and active members of the 
society. They form their own governing structure and have their local voice and opinions. One of 
the major reasons is that many of those communities use their original languages in their centers 
and mosques. Language blocks integration to the local cultures and divides Muslim communities 
among themselves as well. “In the modern era, Muslims have suffered a chaos of authority that 
has deteriorated to the point of full-fledged chaos ’’ [3, p.26]. 

Muslims need an institutional structure as in their own past or in like some Christian 
denominations. There are samples of these institutions in Islamic history like the caliphates. 
According to Said Nursi (Muslim scholar) Muslims need to find a solution to three major 
obstacles amongst themselves in order to institutionalize the structure. These obstacles are 
poverty, ignorance and disunity. “To cure these diseases, he offered hope, truthfulness, mutual 
love, consultation, solidarity, and freedom in accordance with Islam” [8, p.1]. 

To the contrary, Mormons have strong standardized organizational and leadership 
structure in the US. Their structure is based on the religious ritual infused in the traditions, but 
over time it has become, a hierarchy of Mormon Church. 

The leaders (Presidents) after Joseph Smith believed to receive revelations and they are 
named as the Prophets. Contemporarily “President Thomas S. Monson has served as the 16th 
president of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints since 3 February 2008. He had 
served as a counselor in the First Presidency of the Church since 10 November 1985 ” [9, p.1]. 
Under his leadership, there is Quorum of Twelve as the governing body of the Church. Under this 
body there is a group of 70 male councils called Presidency of the Seventy. This hierarchy 
continues with the bishops. They are also male bishops and until 1979 blacks were not allowed to 
serve as bishops. They believe that they receive a “call” from God to serve as bishops. All the 
leadership body members are called elders in the Church. Women of the Church are also 
organized to commit their service. 

They believe to have a leadership in Mormon family and the father is the leader of the 
family. Fathers of Mormon families may receive revelation messages for his family. LDS Church 
Structure is so well defined that even after the death of their Prophet, everyone in the church 
knows who is going to succeed from the Quorum of Twelve and that is done by the group 
consensus, one of the vice presidents of their Prophet. The Church has a solid consensus and 
succession plan. Therefore there is no risk of the Church’s followers to be in disarray. 

SOCIAL ISSUE AND MEDIA IMAGE OF MORMON AND MUSLIM IN THE UNITED 
STATES 

Muslims have a lack of positive perception towards them in Western Countries and 
particularly in the US. Main sources of this negative image and misconception of Muslims may 
be listed as violence, extremism, mostly represented in Al-Qaida and ISIS, lack of understanding 
of Women’s Rights in Islam, and hostile behavior of some the Muslim groups towards the 
western world and the US plus the US media’s negative coverage of Muslim world. For sure the 
impact of 9/11 terrorist attack plays a huge role on this impression. It has been more common to 
see that Islam and terrorist attacks are being considered together with the help of heavy-handed 
media outlets. More than 1.5 billion Muslims around the globe are stereotyped as potential 
criminals due to the acts of a very small number of hateful minds some of them happened to be 
Muslim extremists. The lack of leadership in the Muslim world is also cases a weak Muslim 
voice and public appearance to denounce such terrorist acts. Many Muslim organizations and 
scholars all around the world condemned this terrorist attack right after it happened [10, p.97]. 
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The media could not make clear distinctions between a terrorist activity and Islam itself. 
Whenever a terrorist attack takes place by the Muslim background terrorists, media takes the 
leading role to frame the Muslims as terrorists by presenting the criminals as ‘Muslim/Islamic 
terrorist” emphasizing the religious identity but not treacherous “terrorists”. However if a 
terrorist activity takes place with different religious backgrounds, it is simply presented as “a 
terrorist” activity in the news. Actually, all terrorist activities should be condemned. There is not 
a good or bad terrorist but “terrorist”. And there are several news take place in media/social 
media about negative impressions about Muslims and Islam where Islam itself condemns 
terrorism as a religion. The media must have made clear distinction between Islam as ‘religion ” 
and Muslim as “people”. Hateful propaganda of some media put Muslims in negative standpoint 
in the perceptions of the US public. 

Muslims have tried to establish some organization to raise the acceptance of Muslims in 
the US. But they are very weak. The Muslims need PR work to remove this negative image, how 
did Mormon do it before starting. Initially they have to find out negative image components and 
the acts feeding into these in US. They have to find solutions by taking their Muslim image into 
consideration and have organized methods to tackle with it. Works of some organizations that are 
not wide-spread and well-known mentioned above are not enough to change this image in the US 
yet. Humanitarian relief and support organizations founded or backed by Muslims in the US tend 
to provide more help to their bleeding issues back in Muslim countries around the world, rather 
than local issues just around the corner. While helping others as human, unconsciously and 
unwittingly, Muslims are creating hypocrisy in the eyes of American society in many cases. At 
first it is understandable that they try to help poor people of their kin, because Islam encourages 
its followers to take care of their immediate relatives first. This approach can easily be justified 
by applying this rule to their immediate neighbors that are easy to reach. The Muslim community 
in US should have to integrate themselves into American society by being more active in building 
friendships, neighborly help, and open democratic institutions. “Funding of educational and 
cultural activities by secular or moderate Muslim organizations should be a priority. The U.S. 
may also have to assist in the development of democratic and civil society institutions where they 
do not currently exist” [11, p.9-11]. 

The Mormon too, has a negative image in society of America because “A contrasting set 
of associations begins with the extravagant stories of the founder of Mormonism, Joseph Smith. 
Smith claimed that an angel directed him to gold plates, which he translated as the Book of 
Mormon and based on this revelation he instituted plural marriage among his followers ” [6, p.3], 
feeding the negative image which is against cultural norms the US and known Christianity. 

Just like Muslims, Mormons in America feels that they are misunderstood, discriminated 
against and not accepted by other Americans as part of mainstream society. Though, a majority of 
Mormons think that acceptance of Mormonism is rising [6, p.9]. The LDS Church relentlessly 
works to remove negative perception of Mormon in society by constantly declaring that they 
absolutely Christian, not a ‘cult’. On the other hand, Mormons keep in dark some of their 
theological beliefs from public like; they believe ‘God the Father’ (Heavenly Father) and also 
‘God the Mother’ “Heavenly Mother an embodied perfect goddess, the wife of Heavenly Father 
and mother to all the spirits who are eventually born into bodies on earth” [12, p.34]. 
“Substance is infinity and everyone will go to their own planet when they pass away” [13, p.66|. 

There is a general misperception and denouncement in public, even among some 
intellectuals that the miracles and superstitious happenings of Mormon discredit them. Following 
sentence is just an example to the fact by Richard L.Bushman. ‘They wholeheartedly 
believe the stories of Joseph Smith and the gold plates. The visit of the angel and the translation 
of the Book of Mormon, far from being fabulous fairy tales, constitute Mormonism ’s founding 
miracles” [2, p.2]. Mormons have faith in Joseph Smith and his miracles just like any other 
prophets and their prophecies throughout the history of the mankind and expect equal treatment 
from the public towards their holy beliefs. 

Mormons started to reject polygamy in nineteenth century, as the new revelation ordered 
the believers. They see this development as the recurrence of a religious practice as seen in early 
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times by saying that “God commanded Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob to practice polygamy at the 
foundation of Israel; plural marriage served the same purpose when the Mormon people were 
coming into existence. Now the church is entirely monogamous and emphasizes fidelity between 
husband and wife as strongly as any religion in the world” [2, p.3]. Majority of the Mormons 
reject some fundamentalist trends within the LDS Church that do not accept to reject polygamy 
by revelation. Mainstream Mormons always denounce these small numbers of fundamentalists 
from the LDS Church as non-Mormons. 

In addition to distressed issue of polygamy, Mormons acquiesce to another recent 
revelation in nineteen century allowing African-Americans to become bishops. Prophecy and 
revelations are continuous in Mormonism. This is giving them the chance to adopt contemporary 
world and the changes come along with the life style it brings. “Mormon creates a milieu where, 
in certain contexts, self-interest is denied and individuals are made less relevant as a social 
actor. Mormons make a civil society which is not based on private individual, but rather on a 
moral system of community interaction” [14, p.28]. 

Mormon Tabernacle Choir using the universal language of music worked out pretty well 
as a PR instrument for Mormons over the past two centuries transcending the boundaries of 
prejudice and uniting people. ‘In 1876, the growing Tabernacle Choir offered one of the earliest 
performances of Handel ’s Messiah in western America. During the 1880 the Salt Lake City based 
volunteer choir continued to improve” [15, p.108] and reached to its recognizable trademark as 
“America ’s Choir”. Such professional PR endeavors bear another fruit in 2002. Olympic Winter 
Games hosted by the center of Mormons in Salt Lake City-Utah. The Mormons established the 
Mormon Helping Hands relief organization and aired in the news media by their efforts during 
Katrina Hurricane disaster. It is continuing to help communities across the US to carry out a 
positive image by the LDS church. Mitt Romney raised a score about Mormon power by running 
for presidency in 2012 was also one of the latest figures that made Mormons to news headlines 
positively showing their effectiveness reciprocally. These are just some examples proving that 
Mormons are on the right track working against the negative image trying to be put up against 
them in the US. 

CONCLUSION 

We must add the demographics of Muslim and Mormon existence in the US while 
considering solutions to their integration into the society and have a holistic understanding of the 
problem. It is a fact that the perception of Muslims and Mormons in the US is negative. An 
important aspect to it is the difference of proportionality in their negative images. The negative 
image and misconception of Muslims may be listed as violence, extremism, Women’s Rights in 
Islam, and hateful propaganda of media’s negative coverage of Muslim world. The Mormons 
negative image is coming from the extravagant stories Joseph Smith, gold plates, and accepting 
polygamy in the early Mormonism. 

Mormons originated in the US as part of this culture and they speak the same language 
which acts as a common denominator. Whereas, Muslims coming from around the world with 
many culturally different backgrounds and speaking in a variety of languages creating huge 
barriers to demolish. Islam is the fastest growing and most diverse religion in the US with 
consideration of its small size yet. Fast growth also brings containment of leadership problem 
into account as another element. Even these agents come to one’s mind at first thought, proves 
that compatibility of these two different faith groups into the US society will have varying levels 
of compliance issues. Therefore, results cannot be compared in equal terms as they try to 
integrate to the life. 

Regardless of the differences in their alienation, Muslims can learn a lot from Mormons. 
Muslims as a whole in the US should first look into organizational structure of leadership in 
Mormons to find ways to adapt into their community without sacrificing their pillars in faith. 
Public relations efforts of Mormons are another key point to be taken as a model for Muslims. 
Meticulous planning and relentless efforts of Muslims on these two issues will help them to turn 
the things around and produce a positive image as it should be.

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INTRODUCTION 

The Qur’an is a thought-provoking holy book where it enforces people to use their mind 
to the fullest extent. “...and within the land are neighboring plots and gardens of grapevines and 
crops and palm trees, (growing several from a root or otherwise, watered with one water, but We 
make some of them exceed others in (quality of) fruit. Indeed in that are signs for a people who 
reason ” [1, p.248]. The Qur’an encourages people to look things occurring around them and use 
their mind to take reason from fact. People “created in order that man may get to know thereby a 
world’ of the existents- and by ‘world’ we mean the categories of existing things” [2, p.59]. 
“And he had already led astray from among you much of creation, so did you not use reason? ” 
[1, p.444], “then will you not be reminded” [1, p.451]. This paper focuses on different 
perspectives and ideas among Islamic creeds especially focusing on Mu ’tazilites, Jabrites, al- 
Ash ’ari’s and Maturities to explain details with regards to understanding free will or actions of 
people from the Qur’anic perspective. Additionally this paper will show you why Maturities” 
and Ash ’ari’s perspective are important for Sunni Muslims. 

In early period of Islam, people did not discuss terms such as free will, predestination, 
and big sin. During the Prophet Muhammad’s (pbuh) era, as revelation (vahy) continued and 
people asked their questions, problems, and the verses they did not understand to the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh). The Companions had a chance to ask the Prophet Muhammad (pbuh) what 
esoteric verses and words of the Qur’an really meant. There were more examples of the Prophet 
Muhammad (pbuh)’s practical interpretations of the Qur’an than the expository ones. The 
Companions were familiar with the Qur’anic text as they constantly memorized it. Arabic 
language skills are not the only proficiency required to understand the Qur’ an. 

As mentioned above, the Companions needed the Prophet Muhammad’s (pbuh) guidance 
on understanding some verses which were not entirely clear. After the Prophet Muhammad 
(pbuh) passed away, there was no way to directly ask him questions, problems, and obscure 
verses and words of the Qur’an not yet explained. “Textual exegesis or linguistic analysis did 
theological schools begin” [3, p.44]. When Islam started to expand rapidly to new horizons 
following the Post-Companions Era, inclusion of newly convert people from different countries, 
different regions, and different cultures to the emerging Muslim world posed some questions 
such as free will. “Most ancient authorities agree that the first abstract issue on which the 
earliest theological controversies hinged was the question of free will and predestination” [3, 
p.48]. Free will and the creator of the people’s actions were one of dominant arguments for 
discussion among scholars. 

Scholars argued that actions of people can be categorized as follows: actions created by 
God (kulli will belongs to God), or actions created by people (cuzzi will belongs to humankinds), 
or creating some part of actions partially belongs to God and partially belongs to people. This 
discussion is also a part of predestination which is one of the six pillars of Islam. There is no 
doubt among all creeds of Islam in accepting God’s willpower; however the debate concentrates 
on whether people have the willpower. Acts of human beings are being discussed by many 
philosophical doctrines trying to define human freedom yet. 

There are two extremist schools (creeds) interpreting free will that are Jabrites and 
Mu’tazilites. Their approaches have not been accepted to their full extent among Sunni Muslims.

These two creeds have historically tended to interpret the Qur’an to justify their opinion as they 
use the parts to their benefit. They do not have the holistic view of the Qur’an when it comes to 
explain the free will. 

Jabrites was founded by Jahm b. Safwan (d. 745). Jabrites believed that there is no free 
will for people to choose their actions. God creates all human actions. Peoples have their 
predestination and they have to follow their destiny. No one and nothing can change their 
destiny, and God forced them to do it. They bring some verses as evidence like; “Not upon you, 
(O Muhammad), is (responsibility for) their guidance, but God guides whom He wills ” [1, p.45|, 
“And he whom God sends astray for him there is no protector beyond him ” [1, p.482], ‘While 
God created you and that which you do” [1, p.448], “No disaster strikes upon the earth or 
among yourselves except that it is in a register before We bring it into being -indeed that, for 
God is easy ” [1, p.539], Say, never will we be struck except by what God has decreed for us; 
He is our protector” [1, p.194], “And you do not will except that God wills - Lord of the worlds ” 
[1, p.586]. As Jahm argued “a man ’s life is so thoroughly predestined that we only impute his 
actions to him figuratively” [3, p.48]. We can find more verses on this topic in the Qur’an. (4z- 
Zumar, 19, As- Sajdah, 13, An-Nisa, 83, Al-En am, 35-107-149, Ar- Rum, 29) “Jahm 
maintained, however, in addition to his denial of free will, a belief in the ultimate destruction of 
heaven and hell, together with all their occupants ” [3, p.47]. 

The Mu'’tazilites school was founded by Wasl b. Ata [3, p.45]. The Mu’tazilites says 
people can choose or create their actions and they have complete free will to do whatever they 
want. God gives people willpower that they are completely free and people are completely 
responsible for their actions as W. Montgomery Watt suggested “By insisting on human freedom 
and responsibility the Mu tazilites made man ’s ultimate destiny depend on himself” [4, p.67]. 
There is no effect of power of God on people’s actions. God just announces people on what to do 
or what not to do. “Mu tazilites engages justice of God in ethico-theological polemics 
concerning their assertion of freewill” [3, p.48]. This shows that the paradise is a result of 
obedience and the hell is a result of disobedience. “Xt is presupposed that God is somehow bound 
to give reward and punishment in this way” [4, p.67]. Mu’tazilites bring following evidences 
from the Qur’an to support their ideas; “every soul, for what it has earned, will be retained” [1, 
p.575], That is for what your hands have put forth and because God is not ever unjust to (his) 
servants ” [1, p.73], ‘Indeed, We guided him to the way, be he grateful or be he ungrateful” [1, 
p.577]. “Indeed, We sent down to you the Book for the people in truth. So whoever is guided - it 
is for (the benefit of) his soul; and whoever goes astray only goes astray to its detriment. And you 
are not a manager over them” [1, p.462], Whoever does righteousness - it is for him soul; and 
whoever does evil against it. And your Lord is not ever unjust to his servant” [1, p.470]. “And 
say, the truth is from your Lord, so whoever wills - let him believe; and whoever wills - let him 
disbelieve” [1, p.296]. We can find more verses that mentioned human free will. (Af-Taghabun, 
2, Al-anfal, 53, An-Nisa, 79, Ash-Shu ’ara, 30, Al-Isra, 84) 

Maturities argued God has a full willpower, everything happens by God’s will, and God 
gave some free will to people from his willpower. God create people and he gave people free will 
to understand what bad deeds and good deeds are. God creates people in capable of choosing 
their actions by using their free will. Therefore, people have responsibility for their actions in this 
world and they will face the reward or punishment for their actions in hereafter. “But whoever 
repents after his/her wrongdoings and reforms, indeed, God will turn to him/her in forgiveness. 
Do you not know that to God belongs the dominion of the heavens and the earth? He punishes 
whom He wills and forgives whom He wills, and God is over all thinks competent” [1, p.113]. 
According to Maturities people have to choose good deeds, and have to evade from evil. 

Maturities proposed that people have two types of willpower. There are “kulli will” and 
“cuzzi will”. God create “kulli will” but act of “cuzzi will” belongs to people. Maturities argued 
this idea to avoid saying God forcing people. “Cuzzi will” is completely under peoples control. 
Otherwise judgment will be unfair in hereafter when God will judge every one. God is absolutely 
fair, and He is not unfair to anyone. As the Qur’an reads; “so whoever does an atom ’s weight of 
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good will see it, and whoever does an atom ’s weight of evil will see it” [1, p.599]. People will 
have reward or punishment for what they did in the world by using their “cuzzi will”. 

Ash'‘rite argued that God has total and eternal willpower. Nothing will happen if God 
does not will. There is no other will in this world. Ash‘rite do not accept that people have free 
will but also they do not ignore free will. There is a free will but it does not have any effect on 
people actions. This free will only functions as the inclination (îktiran) for people actions. 
Ash’rite does not want to look like Jabrite by arguing people do their actions enforcedly. Ash’ rite 
accepts free will of people formally. They also believe people have responsibility for their 
actions as Maturities said. “Ash ‘ari considered that it gave man sufficient responsibility for him 
to be justly punished or rewarded at the Last Judgment” [4, p.88]. 

CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, according to the Qur’an, God encourages people to use their mind and 
reasoning. He does not leave people completely irresponsible for their acts or He also does not 
apply coercion on the people for their acts. 

Mu’tazilites and Jabrite represent two extreme viewpoints in Islam about willpower. 
They do not approach the Qur’an holistically. Their opinions are not embraced by Sunni creeds 
namely Maturities and Ash’ari’. As Mu’ tazilite and Jabrite take certain verses of Qur’an into 
account to explain their understanding, Maturities and Ash’ari welcome all the Qur’anic verses 
to explain their viewpoints on willpower. 

Maturities argued that Allah creates everything and He has a complete willpower, but He 
gives people “cuzzi will’. He has the absolute justice to his creations. God requires responsibility 
for people’s actions, if they do not have the free will, it will be unfair to make judgments on 
them. 

Ash‘are is combining Jabrite and Maturities ideas by arguing people do not have free will 
but people responsible for their actions. “The real conclusion is that the relationship of human 
wills cannot be understood by physical analogies ” [4, p.89|. 

The understanding of Ash’ari and Maturities were accepted by Muslims (Ahl Sunnah 
Wal Jamaa), their standpoint more appropriate to the Qur’anic standpoint. Because Ash’ari’s 
and Maturities, were perceived the Qur’an holistically, and do not look from their creeds 
perspective.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION AND SECULARISM IN TURKEY

ABSTRACT 

In Turkey, problem of religious education are usually discussed and saves its freshness. 
As Turkey ’s being candidate formated disputes, constitutional amendment increased disputes. As 
is known religious education in our schools sometimes was taught to student who is willing, 
sometimes student who is unwilling was exempted from this lesson. Religious Culture and Moral 
Knowledge lesson has been compulsory from 1982 until now. This article will explore religious 
education should be compulsory or not, its relations with secularism and answer “Is religious 
education counter to secularism? ” The first section of this article will give information about 
religious education in Turkey and will tell short history of religious education is taught at 
primary, secondary and high schools. In the second section, I will briefly look at concept of 
secularism and secularism in Turkey. In the third and last section, in my point of view I will 
answer the questions that is on agenda such as, ‘Should religious education be compulsory? ”, 
“Can secular countries have religious education in their schools? ”

HISTORY OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Before the republic religious education was given in mosques, islamic lodges, theological 
schools and so on. After proclamation of Republic all education and training institutions were 
tied to Ministery of National Education (MEB) with the law for the Unification of Instruction, 
Tevhid-i Tedrisat which was legislated on 3 March, 1924. According to Michael Winter, law for 
the Unification of Instruction was a national, modern, secular, egaliterian system of education [1, 
p.235-249]. In 1926 Religious education was given to 1. and 2.grades 2 hours per week, 4. and 
5.grades one hour per week. In 1929 religious education was given 1. 2. and 3. grades of primary 
schools and first two grades of secondary schools one hour per week. And it is taught to 6. and 
7.grades of training college two hours per week. 

Religious education was removed from curriculum of secondary school in 1932 and in 
1935 curriculum of primary school. By 1949 religious education was optional at 4. and 5. grades. 
After Democratic party’ won the 1950 elections, religious education, to which was given 
depending on parent’s petition until 1950, began to be given to all students. 

However the parents who didn’t want that their children’s taking religious education 
made a petiton. After that in the 1956-1957 academic year, religious education was optional for

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the 1. and 2. grades of secondary schools and in the 1967-1968 academic year it was optional for 
the 1. and 2.grades of high schools [2, p.1-20]. In the 1974-1975 school year moral course started 
to be taught for the 4. and 5.grades of primary schools, 1, 2 and 3.grades of secondary schools 
and 1. and 2.grades of high schols. And lesson of religion knowledge was given for the last 
grades of secondary schools and high schools in the 1975-1976. Regime of the September 12 
necessiated religious education at primary, secondary and high schools. 

In the direction of decision of article 24 of 1982 constitution, education and instruction in 
religion and ethics shall be conducted under state supervision and control. Instruction in religious 
culture and moral education shall be compulsory in the curricula of primary and secondary 
schools. 

Other religious education and instruction shall be subject to the individual’s own desire, 
and in the case of minors, to the request of their legal representatives [3, p.24] moral course and 
religion knowledge classes were combined and called Religious Education and Moral 
knowledge and took part among other compulsory lessons in our primary, secondary, high 
schools. Currently this lesson is given for the 4. and 8.grades of primary school two hours per 
week and in high schools one hour per week [4, p.25]. 

DEFINITION OF SECULARISM AND SECULARISM IN TURKEY 

Laique is French word which derives from Latin. It means non-spiritual person, 
unreligious thing, opinion, institution, principle. People are divided into two classes in perpective 
of Catholics. Some of them are called clerge, they are ecclesiastics. This class are classified into 
two groups, ‘Regulier” and ‘“Seculier”. Spiritual people who join in first group are prayerful. 
Second group includes priests, bishops, servants of churches. The people who are not connected 
to none of these groups are considered of lay person [5, p.151]. From a philosophical point of 
view, Turkey practices "laicité" (Turkish: laiklik) which is a prevailing conception of secularism 
and the absence of religious interference in government affairs, and vice-versa. 

However Kemalist ideology which is the establishing ideology states that the Turkish 
state has an "active neutrality" (as opposed to absence of state in religious affairs). This means 
that actions of the state related with religion should be carefully analyzed/ evaluated by the 
government through the Presidency of Religious Affairs (Diyanet Işleri Başkanlığ). The 
Ministry must then take initiative (plan/coordinate) to balance this responsibility. It represents the 
highest, Islamic religious authority in the country. The duty of this institution is to execute the 
works concerning the beliefs, worship and ethics of Islam, enlighten the public about their 
religion, and administer the sacred worshiping places [6, p.13|. 

If we note history of relations of religion and state of Turkey, we see that this are divided 
three ages and these ages are different than each other. First age is system of “state is depend on 
religion” continued from the establishing of the Ottoman empire, Yavuz Selim’sÎ becoming 
caliph, the leader of all the Sunni Muslims in the world, until end of first half of 19" century. In 
this age, the constitution of state was Sharia, the body of Islamic law. 

Caliph-Sultan could not break down none of decisions of Sharia laws [5, p.180]. 
Second age is the system of “semi-religious state ” lasted from proclamation of The Hatt-i Sharif 
(Hatt-ı Şerif) of Gülhane (Noble Edict of the Rose Chamber) in 1839 to the foundation of the 
Presidency of Religious Affairs (Diyanet Işleri Başkanlıg) [March 3, 1924]. The characteristic 
of semi- religious of Tanzimat period and its actions and attempts that were close to secularism 
were firstly guarenteed with “The Kanûn-ı Esûsî” (1876). Nevertheless state system of “The 
Kanûn-ı Esdsî” was neither religious nor secular completely. It was not completely religious

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system because actions of people did not depend upon the body of Islamic religious law, Sharia 
but it depended upon “The Kanûn-ı Esdsî” which was human laws. It was not completely secular 
system because “The Kanûn-ı Esdsî” included “Islam is the state religion” (Art. 11), “His 
Majesty the Sultan, under the title of ‘Supreme Caliph”, is the protector of the Muslim religion ” 
(Art.4) [5, p.183-184]. The third and last age is system of ‘religion is depend on state ” started in 
1924 and still it has been continuing. Sunni Islam, the majority religion, is now controlled by the 
Turkish government through the "Department of Religious Affairs", and is state-funded. 

As a result of this, even though the constition of the Republic of Turkey has been secular 
since 1928, and our government officials praise themselves by constituting secularism in Turkey, 
Turkey has not tasted secularism like Western law. Secularism in Western law is the absence of 
religious interference in government affairs, and vice-versa [5, p.177]. But secularism in Turkey, 
Religious Affairs are subordinate to government with the all organizations and personals. 

CONCLUDING REMARKS AND MY OPINION 

Turkey started negotiations with European Union (EU) on October 3, 2005. It designates 
that Turkey wants to access EU too much. Since Turkey wants it, Turkey should obey European 
Convention on Human Rights (ECHR) and there should be no articles that are contrary to ECHR 
in its constitution and laws. Article 2 of the First Protocol of ECHR “provides for the right not to 
be denied an education and the right for parents to have their children educated in accordance 
with their religious and other views” [7, p.1]. In the these circumstances How should religious 
education be, compulsory or optional? ” 

There are commonly used two kinds of approach about religious education around the 
world. One of them is Religious education that is confessional; in this approach subjects of lesson 
consist of a certain religion and it has the aim to endear a certain religion to students. Other 
approach about religious education is non-confessional religious education. In this approach, in 
contrast to first approach any certain religion is not taught [5, p.186]. 

In my opinion, as we know Article 24 of the 1982 Constitution is as following: 
“Education and instruction in religion and ethics shall be conducted under state supervision and 
control. Instruction in religious culture and moral education (Din Kiiltiüirii ve Ahlak Bilgisi) shall 
be compulsory in the curricula of primary and secondary schools. Other religious education and 
instruction shall be subject to the individual ’s own desire, and in the case of minors, to the 
request of their legal representatives. ” 

According to this article, there are religious teaching not the religious education in 
Instruction of religious culture and moral education) in primary and secondary schools. In this 
sentence it is understood from ‘teaching ” enlightenment, and it understood from “education ” 
changing of belief and behaviour. 

The name of this lessson was already determined as Religious Culture and Moral 
Education consciously. It means this lesson is not lesson of Islam. Hence Religious Educations 
that are taught in primary and secondary schools are non-confessional [8, p.20-30|. 

This kind of lesson is contrary to neither ECHR nor secularism, it can be compulsory. On 
the other hand, Religious education in which a certain religion’s actions, beliefs and worships 
are taught can not be thought being compulsory [7, p.12]. It is enough that this lesson is optional 
and the students who do not want to take this class are should be exempt from Religious 
Education. 

CONCLUSION 

Before the republic religious education was given in mosques, Islamic lodges, theological 
schools and so on. After proclamation of Republic all education and training 
institutions, including religious education institutions, were put under the control of 
the Ministery of National Education (MEB) by the law of “The Unification of Education”. 

There generally are two kinds of approach about religious education around the 
world. First one of them 1s Religious education that is doctrinal. In this approach subjects of 
lesson consist of a certain religion and it has the aim to inculcate a certain religion to students. 
Other approach about religious education is non-doctrinal religious education. In this approach, 
in contrast to first approach any certain religion is not inculcated or taught. 
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In Turkey, Kemalist ideology which is the establishing ideology of the Turkish state has 
an "active involvement" in religious affairs as opposed to absence of state in religious 
affairs. This means that actions of the state related with religion is carefully regulated by the 
government through the Presidency of Religious Affairs (Diyanet Işleri Başkanlığ). 

Secularist approach of the state, in a sense, prevented radicalism among the public in 
Turkey. By this approach, Turkey as a state and Turkish public could keep Islamic cultural 
values along with universal values of peace and harmony with other cultures and states. In this 
aspect, Turkey is a unique example of having a majority Muslim population and keeping 
democratic values alive. In realizing this status, the policies and reforms of Kemal Atatürk have a 
major role to play, after disappearance of Ottoman Empire.

يكونون من المصلين. و بعدها إذا أتى الركاة للسائل و المحروم و علم حده و حقوقه ؛ آنذاك يتحقق قي الجتمع الصلح و السلم و 
السعادة و الفرح بسبب المعاونة و المعانقة. والمقصود با"لمصلين" في القرآن الكرم: هم الذين تنهاهم صلاتم عن الفحشاء و المنكر 
(العنكبوت» 45/29) و من جهة أخرى نجد: العدالة أيضا تنهاهم عن الفحشاء و المنكر و علاوة على هذا "البغي" بقوله: "إن الله 
يأمر بالعدل و الإحسان و إيتاء ذي القربى وينهي عن الفحشاء و المنكر و البغي يعظكم لعلكم تذكرون. (النحل» 90/16) 

يعني إلغاء "البغي و الطغيان" قي المجتمع لا بمعكن إلا بالعدالة. و تأسيس العدالة في امجحتمع لايتحقق إلا في يد السلطة. و 
معني "العدالة" هي: لايفصل بين أي فرد من الأفراد المواطنين بلا تمييز و لاتفريق.

و أرى أنه لا يوجد أي فيلسوف يدعو الإنسان إلى خلاف العدالة فلا يدعو أحدا إلى الظلم و العصيان و الطغيان بشكل 
عام عبر التاريخ. وق هذا الصدد أيضا أقول بان كل الأنبياء و الفلاسفة و علماء الإجتماع متفقون ف الدعوة إلى تحقيق العدالة بين

العلمانية مصطلح لا بعكن تعريفه بجملة أو بعض جملات. فلو بحثنا ق هذا المجال» سنجد مقالات وكتبا كاملة و متعددة 
لتعريف العلمانية بتفاصيلها و انتقاداتعا قي الموارد العلمية. و لكن كلهم متفقون أن خروج العلمانية متوقف على إلغاء السلطات الباغية 
التي تعتمد ف قوتا إلى كيفية الرهبانية و الكنائس و السلطات الظالمة و قد خلى أذهاعم عن العقل و العلم و المنطق و القلب السليم

و بالاحرى العلمانية تريد أن تؤسس الصلح و العدالة و الموازنة بين الناس. 

مفهوم العلمانية 

كلمة "العلمانية" هي ترجمة لكلمة "سيكولاريزم ¬ ونوم" الإنجليزيةء أو "ماعو اءمء " بالفرنسية و مشتقة كلمة 
لاتنية "سيكولوم - صدانءمهS‏ ". و معني كلمة "سيكولاريزم" بلغة لاتنية "العام" أو فترة من الزمن» تعني العام أو الدنيا. وأيضا كلمة 
"العلمانية" وهي إما من العلم فتكون بكسر العين» أو من العام فتكون بفتح العين» و فيه اختلاف كبير. فلدينا " جدل واسع " حول

وعن عائشة رضي الله عنهاء عن النبي صلى الله عليه وسلم قال: (رفع القلم عن ثلاثة: عن النائم حت يستيقظ» وعن الصي 
حقی يحتلم» وعن امجنون حت يعقل) [رواه أبو داود برقم 4401]. 

3- ركز القرآن الكريم على صيغ الأفعال التي تدل على الحركة وعدم تعطيل العقل؛ لأنه نزل على مجتمع واقعه يقوم على التبعية 
والتقليد وجود العقل» فقال الله تعالی: ‏ ودا قیل مم ابوا ما رل الله قالُوا ل نَع ما ألْمَيْنَا عَلَيْهِ اء أَوََوْ گان باهم لا 
يعْقلود شيا وَلا يَهَْدُونَ ) [البقرة: 170].

المبحث الأول: أهمية العقلانية في الإسلام‎ 
لقد اهتم الإسلام بالعقل المتفق مع الفطرة التي فطر الله الناس عليهاء وأحاطه بسياج من العناية والرعاية» وعقيدته تعتبر العقل مع‎ 
نصوص الوحي أساسان لبناء الجانب الإيماني ولا تعارض بين الشرع المنقول والحق المعقول» لأن كلاً منحة من الله تعالى» ومنح‎ 
لله لا تتعارض» قال لله تعالی: [وکقذ گرنتا ي آدم ولاهم في ار وخر وررَفتاهُم من الطيَاتِ وَقَصلتاهُم على گنير من حلفت‎ 
تفضياا) [الإسراء:70].‎ 
قال الإمام القرطبي رهه الله تعالی بعد أن ساق أقوال المفسرين: " والصحيح الذي يعوّل عليه أن التفضيل إغا كان بالعقل الذي هو‎ 
عمدة التكليف» وبه يعرف الله ويفهم كلامه» ويوصل إلى نعيمه وتصديق رسله: إلا أنه لما م ينهض بكل للمراد من العبد بعثت الرسل‎ 
وأنزلت الكتب. فمثال الشرع الشمس» ومثال العقل العين; فإذا فتحت وكانت سليمة رأت الشمس وأدركت تفاصيل الأشياء"[5. ج1‎

ومن تقدير الإسلام للعقل أن جعله من المقاصد الخمسة: (الدين- النفس- النسل- العقل- المال) التي أوجبت الشريعة الإسلامية‎ 
باحافظة عليها» وفرضت على من اعتدى عليها بالعقوبة» كما حرص الإسلام على تنمية قدرات العقل بالتأمل ي مخلوقات الله والتدبر‎ 
في خلق السموات والأرض» وفتح أمام العقل باب الاجتهاد» والاجتهاد عمل عقلي يقوم على التفكير والتدبر والنظر والقياس» ويتوخى‎ 
الاستحسان والمصالح المرسلة وسد الذرائع» وكل هذا لا يتوصل إليه إلا بالعقل» كما فتح أمام العقل باب الشورى والتشاور والاستشارة‎ 
وكلها أعمال عقلية.‎ 
وجاءت معجزة القرآن الكريم لتثؤر العقل وتستنفره وتستحثه» ولم تأت لتدهش العقل فقط وتشل تفكيره كا معجزات المادية التي كانت‎ 
للرسالات السابقة» ولا يمكن لنا أن نفهم القرآن الكرم دون أن يكون هناك عقل» فهذا الحارس الحاسبي وهو في عصر التابعين وتابعي‎ 
التابعين ني خير القرون وضع كتاباً امه: "العقل وفهم القرآن"» لأنه بدون العقل لا يمكن فهم القرآن الكري»‎ 
قال أبو حامد الغزالي: " المعرض عن العقل مكتفياً بنور القرآن» مثاله المتعرض لنور الشمس مغمضاً للأجفان» فلا فرق بينه وبين‎ 
العميان. فالعقل مع الشرع نور على نور" [1»ص3] أي نور العقل ونور الشرع [4»ص71]» فالعقل كالأساس والشرع كالبناء.‎ 
واليوم بدون العقلانية وإحياء العقلانية الإسلامية؛ لا يعكن أن ندعو الناس إلى الإسلام» وخاصة في أوروبا وأمريكا وآسيا والعالم» وكيف‎ 
ندعوا غير المسلمين ليدخلوا الإسلام دون أن يكون لدينا منطق عقلان وعقلانية منطقية؟ نحن الآن في موقف شبيه بمرحلة الفتوحات‎ 
الإسلامية» عندما خرج المسلمون من ال جزيرة العربية فوجدوا أناساً لهم أنساق فكرية وفلسفات وعقلانيات فاحتاجوا إلى العقلانية كعملة‎ 
صعبة يتعاملون بها مع هذه الأنساق الفكرية» ونحن الآن نذهب إلى كل العام وهناك فلسفات وأفكار لا بد أن نناقشها ونصوب آراءها‎ 
ونفيّد أخطاءها؛ وكل ذلك لا يتم إلا بالعقل والمنطق» ومن هنا كانت للعقلانية الأهمية البالغة.‎ 
ونحن إذ نتحدث عن أهمية العقل والعقلانية نجد ني تراثنا ووعينا الإسلامي رما حاربة للعقل في كثير من المسائل» وهناك في عصرنا من‎ 
يذهب إلى تحقير هذا العقل على خلاف ما يقدمه القرآن الكرم» فحينما لف الشيخ محمد الغزالي السقا كتابه: "السنة النبوية بين أهل‎ 
الفقه وأهل الحديث"» صدر ضده أربعة عشر كتاباً؛ وأول تحمة له للأسف هي العقل والعقلانية!‎ 
إن الوسطية الإسلامية الجامعة» هي التي تحمع بين العقل والنقل» بين الذين يوون العقل من المتغربين ويقولون: لا سلطان على العقل‎ 
إلا للعقل؛ وبين الذين يقفون عند ظواهر النصوص ويعتبرون العقلانية تممة» لأن للعقل حدوداً لا يستطیع أن يتجاوزهاء وله میدان‎ 
فسيح قي عام الشهادة وف فقه النصوص وفقه الوحي» لا بد أن يي هذه العقلانية لكي نصل إلى ما يستطيع العقل أن يصل إلي‎ 
فلا نعزل العقل ونقصيه كما لا وة العقل ويكون لدينا غرور عقلاني.‎ 
المبحث الثاني : الحلول العقلانية في الإسلام‎ 
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اعتمد الإسلام ق الوصول إلى المعرفة على طريقين اثنين: 
أولً: طريق الوحي: وهو الخبر الصادق عن الله تعالى الذي بلغنا عن طريق الأنبياء والمرسلين. 
ثانيأً: طريق التجرية التي تحمع بين الحس والعقلء وهنا تظهر وسطية الإسلام في الجمع بين النقل والعقل. 
قال شيخ الإسلام ابن تيمية: " العقل شرط في معرفة العلوم وكمال الأعمال وصلاحهاء وبه يكمل العلم والعمل» غير أنه ليس مستقلاً 
بذلك» بل هو غريزة قي النفس» وقوة فيها بمنزلة قوة البصر التي قي العين» فإن اتصل به نور الإيمان والقرآن كان كنور العين إذا اتصل به 
نور الشمس والنار "[8» ج3 ص338]. 
2 ثلاثة أقسام: 
- العلوم الضرورية: وهي التي تلزم جميع العقلاء كاثنين أكثر من واحد» وتسمى بقوانين العقل الضرورية. 
- العلوم النظرية: وهي التي تكتسب بالنظر والاستدلال» ولابد في تحصيله من علم ضروري يستند إليه ليعرف الخطاً من 
الصواب» ويدخل في هذا القسم كثير من العلوم كالطبيعيات والطب والصناعات» فللعقل جال رحب في معرفتها. 

3- العلوم الغيبية: وهذه لا تعلم بواسطة العقل اجرد وحده» بل لابد للعقل كي يعرفها أن يكون له طريق آخر للعلم به» كعلمه 
يما يكون في البلد القاصي عنه» وعلمه با قي اليوم الآخر من بعث وحساب وجزاء» وكل هذا لا يعلم إلا بطريق الخبر 
الصادق» ويدخل في هذا كثير من مسائل الاعتقاد» فلا يستقل العقل معرفتها؛ بل لا بد من اعتماده على الوحي لأنه من

إن الحواس ها طاقة محدودة لا تستطيع تحاوزهاء وإذا تحاوزت محال قدرتما أصايما الضرر» فالعين مثلاً تبصر الأشياءء لكنها رغم 
سلامتها لا تستطيع رؤية الميكروبات الدقيقة رغم وجودهاء ولا تستطيع رؤية الأشعة الحمراء أو فوق البنفسجية» لأن قدرعا محدودة» 
فإذا أرادت أن تتجاوز مجال قدرتما أصايا الضرر ولا تحقق المقصود» كمن أصرَ أن يعرف حقيقة الشمس بعينه» وحدّق فيها عند 
الظهيرة سيضر عينه ولا يصل إلى مبتغاه» وهكذا جميع الحواس 

والعقل كذلك له طاقة وقدرة محدودة» لا يستطيع أن يخضع كل المعارف وحقائقها لقدرته» فمثلاً كل الناس يؤمنون با جاذبية الأرضية 
وتقبلها عقومم» ولكنهم لا يستطيعون معرفة حقيقتهاء والكهرباء عبارة عن انتقال الإلكترونات من القطب السالب إلى الموجب» لكن 
تعجر العقول عن معرفة كنه ذلك» كذلك يرى العقل السراب؛ وتعطيه الحواس بأن ما تراه ماءّء ولكنه من واقع التجربة ينكر دلالة 
الحواس» والقلم في الماء يبدو منكسراً ومتعرجاً وهو ليس كذلك. 

المطلب الأول: حلول عقلية لشاكل في العهد الأول 

لقد أورد القرآن الكرم نصوصاً تحدثت عن وجود الله تعالى» وكيفية خلقه للمخلوقات تارة مجملة وتارة مفصلة» كحركة الشمس والقمر 
والنجوم» وتعاقب الليل والنهار» وتنقل السفن ذات الألواح والدسر في أمواج البحر المتلاطمة» ومراحل نمو النبات» وتبخر الماء من 
البحار المالحة إلى السماء ثم إنزاله دون أن يخالطه أدن ملوحة سائغاً صالحاً لحياة الإنسان والحيوان والنبات» كلها حالات لا تدرك إلا 
بإعمال العقل والفكر» وهي أسباب لا بد من مسبب حقيقي يجريها على هذا النحو من الدقة وفق قوانين وسنن مضبوطة حتى تؤدي 
النتائج المفيدة والمثمرة. 

ودعا القرآن إلى التفكر والتدبر العقلي في السماء وما حوت من آيات مبدعة ومتقنة ملم ينظروا إل السَمَاء قَوْقَهُمْ كَيْفَ بَتَيْتَاَا 
رباكا وما تا من فُروج) [ق: »]١‏ وذم من أعرض عن التدبر لوجعلا الماء سَمًا كْمُوظًا وَهُمْ عَنْ ياعا مُغرضود) [الأنبياء: 
۲[ 

وكذلك كان النبي صلى الله عليه وسلم يحث على تقد أولوا الأحلام والنهى وأصحاب العقول الراجحة قي الدين والدنياء أما الدين 
فقد قال صلى اله عليه وسلم: (ليلني مِنْكم أُولو الأخلام والثهّىء 4 الَذِينَ يَوتَهُمْ لاء وم وَهَيْشَاتِ الأَسوَاق) [رواه مسلم برقم 
660[ . 
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وأما قي الدنيا فعَن اسي رضي الله عنه أن التي صَلّى اله عليه وَسَلّم مر بقؤم يخود فَقالً: (لؤ ج فوا لَصلح)» قال: فح 
شیصاء قمر ی فَقال: (ما لخلکه؟)» قالوا: فلت گذا وَگذاء قال: (أتم أُعْلَمْ مر ذُنيَاكمْ ) [رواه مسلم برقم 4365]. 

ففي هذا الحديث دلالة على أن من العلم ما يحتاج إلى اكتساب و وهو نتاج الخبرة قي الحياة» والخبرة ترجع إلى العقل. 

ومن الحلول العقلية في العهد الأول: نجد أنه لما جاء شاب يستأذن النبي صلى الله عليه وسلم ق الزنا بكل جرأة وصراحة فهمٌ الصحابة 
أن يوقعوا به؛ فنهاهم وأدناه وقال له: "أترضاه لأمك؟!" قال: لاء قال رسول الله صلى الله عليه وسلم "فإن الناس لا يرضونه لأمهات" 
قال: "أترضاه لأختك؟!" قال: لاء قال: "فإن الناس لا يرضونه لأخواتم"[رواه أحهمد قي المسند]. 

إنه فن معال جة الأخطاء بالعقل والمنطق وإقناع الآخر؛ وذلك بإزالة الغشاوة عن عين المخطىئ ليبصر الحق والصواب بأم عينيه ويجتنبه 
تلقائياً» ولا بد من استخدام العبارات اللطيفة في إصلاح الأخطاء» فعن كريب مولى ابن عباس رضي الله عنه: أن ميمونة بنت الحارث 
رضي الله عنها أخبرثّه أا أعتقت وليدة ولم تستأذن الي صلّى الله عليه وسلّم فلما كان يومها الذي يدور عليها فيه» قالت: أشعرت 
يا رسول الله أ أعتقث وليدت؟ قال: أو فعلتِ؟ قالت: نعم. قال: أمَا إنك لو أعطيتها أخوالك كان أعظمَ لأجرك) [متفق عليه ]إن 
من البيان لسحراً؛ بل إنه السحر الحلال» حيث انتقاء العبارات الجميلة التي تشعر بتقدير واحترام الرأي الآخر» ومن م يشعرون 
بإنصافك ممم فيعترفون بالخطاً ويصلحونه» فلماذا لا يستخدم أكثر المصلحين هذا السحر الحلال قي معالجة الأخطاء؟! 

المطلب الثاني: حلول عقلية مشاكل معاصرة 

لدی الإسلام کثیراً من الحلول لمشاكل العام المعاصر منها على سبيل المغال الأزمة الاقتصادية العالمية الأأخيرة» التي أطاحت منذ سنوات 
قليلة فقط بأقوى اقتصاد تي العالمي بقيادة الولايات المتحدة الأمريكية؛ إذ اقتصادها أكثر من 30 % من اقتصاد العالم. 

هذه الأزمة الالية حدر ذوو الاختصاص من الوقوع في أتونما منذ سنين» لعدة أسباب من أهمها: أسعار الفائدةء والرهن العقاريء 
والاقتراض الفاحش لمؤسسات وهية» وفقدان الثقة لأا منفصلة عن الجوانب الاعتقادية والأخلاقية. 

إزاءَ هذه الأزمة ارتفعت أصوات عالية تنادي بالحلول للخروج من هذا المأزق» والمفاجأة كانت من أوربا؛ وذلك حين دعت صحف 
غربية إلى تغيير نظام الاقتصاد التقليدي العالمي؛ والاستنجاد بالنظام الاقتصادي الإسلامي. 

ففي افتتاحية مجلة (تشالينجز (188۲ C1211‏ . کتب "بوفیس فانسون ۷11٥٤1٤"‏ اا٤‏ 883 رئیس تربرھا موضوعًا بعنوان 
(البابا أو القرآن) فأثار الموضوع موجة عارمة من الجدل وردود الأفعال في الأوساط الاقتصادية العلمية» ونما قال الكاتب: 

"أظن أننا بحاجة أكثر في هذه الأزمة إلى قراءة القرآن بدلاً من الإنجيل لفهم ما يحدث بنا وعصارفنا؛ لأنه لو حاول القائمون على 
مصارفنا احترام ما ورد تي القرآن من تعاليم وأحكام وطبقوهاء ما حل بنا ما حل من كوارث وأزمات» وما وصلل بنا الحال إلى هذا 
الوضع المزري؛ لأن النقود لا تلد النقود" [7» 06/02/2015]. 

هكذا جاءت الدعوة من قَبَلهم بأن الحل يوجد في الاقتصاد الإسلامي» ذلك لأن الإسلام يحرم الربا »> بل هو الذنب الوحيد الذي 
أعلن الله تعالى فيه الحرب على المتعاملين به» فقال الله تعالى: ي أَيُها الذِينَ منوا انقو الله ودروا ما قى من الربا إن كعم مُؤمنينَ قن 
ا فوا ادوا خرب من اله ورسوله ون بم كم روس أموالكم لا تَظلمُون ولا ظلَمُود) [البقرة: 279-278]. 

إضافة إلى أن تحر الربا والفائدة على الأموال سيضع حدًا أمام الأفراد من كنز الأموال وفصلها عن العمل» وبذل الجهد للحصول على 
الربح المشروع» كما سيضع حدًا أمام الشركات التي وجدت من هذه القروض أفضل وسيلة لزيادة رؤوس الأموال. 

لقد عمل علماؤنا من الصدر الأول وخبراء الاقتصاد الإسلامي المعاصر في ضبط قواعد الاقتصاد الإسلامي العقلاني من خلال تدوينها 
في أبواب مستقلة» ونجحوا ني طرح الخدمات المصرفية العقلية بصورها الإسلامية المعاصرة» فجاءت البدائل حلولاً ميزة بغاية الدقة؛ ما 
جعل المصارف الإسلامية تتبوًأً الصدارة قي محال العمل المصرني» كما كانت سبًا ني الحفاظ على رؤوس أموال البنوك وحقوق العملاء 
معهاء وبناء على هذه البدائل؛ لا يكن لأية جهة كانت أن تحصل على المال بناء على حص لمؤسسات وهية لا وجود هما على أرض 
الواقع» لأن المصارف الإسلامية لا تدخل قي أية معاملة إلا بعد التحقق من وجودها واقعياً وجوازها من الناحية الشرعية» علاوة على 
مراعاة مسألة التقابض فيهاء وهي مسألة أساسية دعت إليها الشريعة الإسلامية؛ للا يقع البائع أو المشتري ق مسألة بيع المعدوم. 
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الخاتمة وتشمل أهم نتائج البحث 
لقد أحاط الإسلام العقل بالرعاية والعناية» وهاه من كل ما يشينه حسياً كان كالخمر؛ أو معنوياً كالخرافات» وجعل العقل مناط 
التكليف» ووسيلة لفهم نصوص الوحي» وقي ناية المطاف يمكن إجال أهم النتائج التي توصل إليه الباحث على الشكل التالي: 

1- العقل شرط ني معرفة العلوم» وكمال وصلاح الأعمال» لكنه غير مستقل بنفسه» بل حتاج إلى الوحي» إذ العقل منزلة البصر 
في العين» والوحي بمنزلة الضوء» وبدون الضوء لا تبصر العين ولو كانت صحيحة. 

2- مير الإسلام الإنسان بالعقل دون غيره» وعد العقل وسيلة الإدراك والتمييز» ومنحه حق الاجتهاد والتجديد» وأوجب 
استخدام العقل والتفكير قي كل شؤون الحياة وحل مشاكلها. 

3- يعتمد الإسلام على العقل والكلام المنطقي والأدلة الضرورية لإقناع الآخرين» لأن العقل السليم يساير الفطرة» ولذلك نجد أن 
عقلاء العلماء تي شت اليادين يدخلون في الإسلام حينما تنبهر عقوم بالحقائق العلمية والكونية التي نبهت إليها نصوص 
الوحي من القرآن والسنة» ووافقتها عقوهم. 

4- نشر الإسلام العلم والمعرفة لكل البشر ولم يحتكره لنفسه» وح مشاكل الدنيا أيام كان قائداً ورائداً للعام» ولا زال يحل 
مشاكلهم باعتراف أعدائه» وهاهم يطالبون بضرورة تطبيق الشريعة الإسلامية ق المجال الاقتصادي؛ لوضع حد للأزمة 
الاقتصادية التي هزت أسواق العام مؤخراً. 

وأخيراً أوصي مزيد من الدراسات العلمية حول العقل في الفكر الإسلامي» لأهمية دوره وتطبيقه قي مجالات الحياة المعاصرة السياسية 
والاقتصادية والاجتماعية وغير ذلك. 

وختاماً أسأل الله تعالى أن ينفع بهذا البحث قارئه وكاتبه» ويتجاوز عن التقصير» ويسدد القول والعمل» ويجعله خالصاً لوجهه الكري» 
إنه نعم المولى ونعم النصيرء وآخر دعوانا أن الحمد لله رب العالمين.
